1965  CONGRESS  IN  PRAGUE 

THE  twenty-fifth  International  Congress  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences 
organised  by  the  International  Pharmaceutical  Federation  takes  place 
in  Prague,  Czechoslovakia,  August  22-28,  1965. 

The  provisional  programme  allocates 


two  days  for  the  arrival  and  regis- 
tration of  congress  members,  with  a 
welcoming  party  in  the  evening  of  the 
second  day.  After  the  opening  session 
on  the  third  day  a  symposium  on 
cardioglycosides  will  take  place,  fol- 
lowed in  the  afternoon  by  a  sym- 
posium on  identification  of  pharmaceu- 
tical substances.  The  final  three  days 
are  set  aside  for  sectional  meetings. 
Sightseeing  tours  of  Prague  are  to  be 
arranged  during  the  congress  and  mem- 
bers are  to  attend  a  performance  of 
"  Laterna  Magica  "  on  the  night  of  the 
25th  and  a  dinner-party  on  the  26th. 
A  tour  of  Bohemian  castles  has  been 
arranged  for  the  28th.  Fee  for  the  Con- 
gress is  $20.  General  secretary  of  the 
organising  committee  is  Dr.  M. 
Kucera  CSs,  U  Elektry  8,  Prague  9- 
Hloubetin,  Czechoslovakia. 

Deficiency  in  Tablets 

INAPPROPRIATE  STANDARD  APPLIED 

AN  investigation  into  a  case  of  appar- 
ent failure  by  a  company  to  dispense 
correctly  a  National  Health  Service 
prescription  for  100  tabs,  butobarb.  100 
mgm.  is  reported  in  the  December  1964 
issue  of  The  Executive  Council.  The 
Leeds  Executive  Council's  analyst's  cer- 
tificate showed  that  tablets  containing 
only  86-8  per  cent,  butobarbitone  had 
been  dispensed  although  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  specified  between  92-5 
and  107-5  per  cent.  The  joint  managing 
director  of  the  company  that  manufac- 
tured the  tablets,  appearing  as  a  witness 
for  the  respondent  company,  stated  that 
the  tablets  had  been  supplied  under 
warranty.  The  Weights  and  Measures 
(Equivalents  for  Dealing  with  Drugs) 
Regulations,  1964,  allowed  manufac- 
turers and  retailers  to  supply  drugs 
with  ingredients  measured  according  to 
the  metric  scale  for  a  limited  period 
(until  July  31,  1965,  in  the  case  of 
manufacturers).  The  Council's  analyst 
had  reported  on  the  assumption  that 
100  mgm.  tablets  had  been  supplied 
whereas  in  actual  fact  they  had  been 
li  gr.  tablets.  The  true  deficiency  was, 
therefore,  3-2  per  cent.,  equivalent  to 
1  /20  gr.,  and  not  5-7  per  cent,  alleged 
the  witness.  A  retail  pharmacist's  bal- 
ance had  to  be  accurate  to  only  1/10 
gr.  His  company  did  not  wish  to  evade 


responsibility  and  admitted  that  the 
tablets  were  slightly  under  weight.  In 
view  of  the  company's  sincerity  regard- 
ing their  desire  to  maintain  accuracy 
of  production  and  of  the  smallness  of 
the  actual  deficiency  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Service  Committee  recommended 
that  no  further  action  be  taken. 

Government  and  Industry 

LECTURE  SERIES  ARRANGED 

THE  Office  of  Health  Economics  is 
organising  a  series  of  six  evening  lec- 
tures to  be  held  at  the  Royal  Society 
of  Health  during  the  first  quarter  of 
1965.  Under  the  general  title  of  "Sci- 
ence, Industry  and  the  State,"  they  will 
deal  with  some  of  the  considerations 
which  arise  when  a  science-based  indus- 
try has  the  Government  as  a  major 
customer  in  its  home  market,  with  par- 
ticular reference  to  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  and  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice. Chairman  for  the  series  will  be 
Dr.  T.  Margerison  {Sunday  Times),  and 
the  speakers  are  Dr.  M.  Beesley 
(reader  in  economics,  London  School 
of  Economics),  Dr.  Y.  Bogue  (deputy 
chairman,  I.C.I.  Pharmaceuticals  Divi- 
sion), Dr.  G.  Fryers  (managing  direc- 
tor, Nicholas  Laboratories,  Ltd.),  Mr. 
C.  Jones  (industrial  editor.  Statist),  and 
Messrs.  M.  Lee  and  G.  Teeling-Smith 
(O.H.E.).  Subjects  will  include  the  in- 
fluence of  patents  on  the  pattern  of 
progress,  the  international  pattern  of 
pharmaceutical  research,  Government 
relations  with  a  research-based  industry, 
and  the  role  of  marketing  in  scientific, 
progress.  Further  details  are  available 
from  the  Office  of  Health  Economics, 
62  Brompton  Road,  London,  S.W.3.

Recommended,  on 
safety  and  warming  action,  as  best 
value  for  money  are :  Boots  Zodiac  B3 
and  Monogram  GU24  (underblankets):

JL/S,  Monogram  Florida  GA21  and 
Ekco  Princess  (overblankets). 

Surplus  Drugs 

WARNING  ON  REDISTRIBUTION  SCHEME 

A  SUGGESTED  Rotary-club  scheme 
for  collecting  "outmoded  and /or  ex- 
cess drugs  and  free  samples "  from 
doctors,  and  redistributing  them  to 
medical  missions  in  countries  where 
medical  supplies  are  difficult  to  obtain, 
has  been  pronounced  undesirable  by 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  scheme 
was  suggested  in  the  October  issue  of 
Rotary.  Under  it  Rotary  clubs  would 
collect  the  drugs,  which  would  then  be 
handed  direct  to  a  pharmacist  or  a 
doctor.  The  N.P.U.  is  of  the  opinion 
that  even  if  all  legal  requirements  were 
met  a  pharmacist  should  not  accept 
responsibility  for  collection  and  re- 
distribution of  drugs  from  sources 
about  which  there  was  no  adequate 
knowledge  of  storage  conditions,  etc.

EXPORTERS-IMPORTERS  LISTS 

A  REVISED  edition  of  the  Export 
List,  which  sets  out  the  classified  des- 
criptions under  which  goods  produced 
or  manufactured  in  the  United  King- 
dom or  the  Channel  Islands  are  to  be 
entered  with  the  Customs  when  ex- 
ported, is  being  published  for  use  as 
from  January,  1,  1965.  The  headings 
in  certain  divisions  of  the  List  have 
been  revised  and  some  alterations  have 
been  made  in  the  list  of  recognised 
designations  of  countries.  A  revised 
edition  of  the  "  Statistical  Classification 
for  Imported  Goods  and  for  Re- 
exported Goods  "  is  also  being  issued 
for  use  on  and  after  the  same  date 
for  the  guidance  of  users  of  the 
statistics.  The  classification  sets  out  the 
descriptions  (and  the  related  code  num- 
bers) under  which  goods  imported  into, 
or  re-exported  from,  the  United  King- 
dom or  the  Channel  Islands  are  classi- 
fied for  the  purposes  of  the  published 
external  trade  statistics.  Both  publica- 
tions may  be  obtained  from  H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  10s.  each. 

U.S.  National  Formulary 

NEW  BASIS  FOR  ACCEPTANCE 

THE  ..twelfth  edition  of  the  United 
States  National  Formulary,  being  pub- 
lished in  January  1965,  is  the  first  edi- 
tion to  make  inclusion  of  drugs  and 
chemicals  dependent  on  their  "  thera- 
peutic merit "  rather  than  on  the  pre- 
vious "  extent  of  use  "  basis.  Old  pre- 
parations that  have  been  carried  for 
many  years  have  been  almost  completely 
displaced  by  modern  therapeutic  pre- 
parations. There  are  248  new  entries 
including  chymotrypsin,  cyclophospha- 
mide, dexamethasone,  imipramine 
hydrochloride,  potassium  phenethicillin 
and  stannous  fluoride.  Older  entries 
that  remain  are  aromatic  ammonia 
spirit,  cresol  and  glycerin  suppositories. 

Overseas  Medicines  Sales 

PHARMACIST  ON  BRITAIN'S  SHARE 

THE  value  of  medicines  consumed 
throughout  the  world  was  more  than 
£2,000  millions,  while  Britain's  share 
which,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the 
pharmaceutical  industry,  was  rising 
sharply,  still  amounted  to  only  2\  per 
cent.,  said  Mr.  R.  Levin,  F.P.S.  (phar- 
maceutical marketing  executive, 
Beecham  Overseas,  Ltd.),  at  a  meeting 
in  London  recently.  Mr.  Levin  added 
that  it  was  important  that  industry  in 
Britain  should  redefine  the  specifica- 
tions for  overseas  marketing  personnel.

ISRAEL 

Patent  Infringed 

The  American  Cyanamid  Co.  won  a 
patent  infringement  suit  in  Tel  Aviv, 
Israel,  against  Abie  Chemical  Labora- 
tories, Ltd.,  and  Lepetit  S.p.A.,  Milan, 
Italy,  on  the  use  and  sale  of  the  broad- 
spectrum  antibiotic  tetracycline.  A 
district  court  judge  permanently  en- 
joined the  defendants  against  selling 
the  antibiotic  and  ordered  an  inquiry 
as  to  damages.  The  court  also  awarded 


the  company  $25,125  for  court  costs, 
but  stayed  the  injunction  three  months 
pending  appeal. 

UNITED  STATES 

Anti-trust  Suit  Filed 

The  Justice  Department  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  announces  it  has  filed  a  civil 
anti-trust  suit  against  Chas.  Pfizer  & 
Co.  which  alleges  that  its  Coty  cos- 
metics division  illegally  conspired  to  fix 
retail  prices  for  Coty  products.  The 
suit,  filed  in  Federal  district  court  in 
Kansas  City,  Missouri,  alleges  a  con- 
spiracy with  wholesalers  and  retailers 
that  began  early  in  1959  and  continued 
at  least  until  August  1963.  The  Depart- 
ment noted  that  during  most  of  that 
period,  Coty  was  an  independent  cor- 
poration. It  was  acquired  by  Pfizer  in 
December  1963. 

CANADA 

Prescription  Statistics 

The  average  price  per  prescription  in 
Canada  rose  slightly  in  1963  (1962 
figures  in  parentheses)  to  $3-20  ($3-16) 
according  to  the  twenty-second  annual 
survey  of  retail  pharmacy,  conducted  by 
the  Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion. Total  pharmacy  sales  were 
$577,961,300  ($559,648,524).  There  were 
48,946.090  prescriptions  dispensed 
(44,630,198)  at  a  total  value  of 
$156,627,512  ($141,031,428).  The  num- 
ber of  prescriptions  dispensed  per  phar- 
macy was  up  slightly  at  10,521  (9,067) 
while  the  ratio  of  prescription  receipts 
to  total  receipts  rose  to  27-1  per  cent. 
(25-2  per  cent.).  Gross  profits  per  phar- 
macy were  slightly  higher  as  were  total 
expenses. 

Drug  Wholesalers'  Association 

An  organisation  to  give  Canada's 
wholesale  .  drug  industry  a  voice  in 
dealing  with  related  industries  and 
associations,  the  government  and  the 
public,  was  formed  at  a  meeting  of  re- 
presentatives of  the  industry  in  Mon- 
treal, recently.  The  new  group,  to  be 
known  as  The  Canadian  Wholesale 
Drug  Association  (L'Association  des 
Grossistes  en  Pharmacie  du  Canada), 
will  have  its  headquarters  in  Mon- 
treal.

The  management  side  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Whitley  Council  Committee 
"  C  "  have  indicated  that  they  will  not, 
as  was  hoped  (see  C.  &  D.,  November 
7,  p.  465)  be  ready  by  early  December 
to  put  proposals  to  the  staff  side  in 
reply  to  the  pay  claim  submitted  on 
September  28.  A  meeting  is  being  ar- 
ranged as  soon  as  practicable.  Consider- 
ation is  being  given  to  the  question  of 
dealing  separately  with  the  staff  side's 
claim  for  an  economic  increase,  which 
is  included  in  the  wider  proposals. 

The  Medical  Research  Council  has 
made  a  grant  to  Dr.  N.  G.  Watson 
of  the  department  of  pharmacy,  the

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Joint  meeting 

I  found  much  of  interest  in  the  report  of  the  joint  meeting  of  members 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  at  Durham  (p.  562).  In  general,  a  panel 
composed  of  a  quartette  of  speakers  on  a  platform  has  never  seemed  to 
me  to  have  quite  the  same  appeal  as  the  Amadeus  or  the  Aeolian.  As  is 
usual  on  such  occasions,  the  questions  ranged  over  a  field  so  wide  that  the 
results  could  only  be  inconclusive.  I  sympathise  with  the  panel,  for  I  was 
once  weak  enough  to  allow  myself  to  occupy  one  place  on  such  an  occa- 
sion. I  have  not  repeated  the  experience  for  two  very  good  reasons:  (1) 
that  I  vowed  never  to  do  it  again  and  (2)  that  I  have  never  been  asked. 
But  out  of  the  necessarily  brief  replies  reported  there  are  one  or  two  points 
I  should  like  to  comment  upon.  For  example,  Mr.  Brocklehurst  expressed 
the  view  that  hours  of  service  could  be  improved,  and  asked  if  earlier 
surgeries  could  not  be  arranged,  in  co-operation  with  the  medical  profes- 
sion. I  have  little  doubt  that  doctors  themselves  would  welcome  a  little 
relaxation  in  the  evening,  but  unfortunately  the  convenience  of  pharmacist 
and  physician  must  give  way  to  that  of  the  patient  for  whom  the  health 
service  is  primarily  run.  The  evening  surgery  hours  are  governed  by  the 
working  hours  of  the  majority  and  I  see  little  prospect  of  that  being 
changed  to  any  marked  extent.  The  point  raised  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr  of  the 
disclosure  of  circumstances  by  the  person  in  receipt  of  National  Assistance 
having  to  ask  for  a  receipt  in  a  public  place  is,  fortunately,  with  the  early 
abolition  of  the  charges,  soon  to  be  a  thing  of  the  past.  Those  who  foisted 
such  a  scheme  on  the  unfortunate  were  singularly  lacking  in  perception, 
displaying  a  poor  understanding  of  human  feeling  and  pride.  But  they 
have  not  the  experience  of  Mr.  Kerr  in  dealing  with  the  matter  at  first 
hand,  nor  had  they  been  in  the  position  of  having  themselves  to  disclose 
their  financial  straits  in  the  presence  of  the  public  who  had  no  right  to 
know,  and  to  a  pharmacist  who  did  not  want  to. 

What  is  right  ? 

In  discussing  the  National  Health  Service  it  is  customary  to  ask  what 
is  wrong  with  it,  and  there  is  no  harm  in  doing  so,  for  only  by  rectifying 
the  weaknesses  can  the  service  reach  the  heights  we  have  a  right  to  expect, 
and  in  that  connection  the  patient's  needs  are  paramount.  Of  course  there 
is  dissatisfaction  among  doctors,  who  want  more  money  and  fewer  patients. 
Of  course  there  is  a  pharmaceutical  sense  of  grievance  over  the  question 
of  dispensing  fees.  Of  course  there  is  a  feeling  of  discontent  among  hospital 
pharmacists  in  relation  to  salaries  and  conditions  of  service.  But  do  we  ask 
ourselves  what  is  right  about  the  service?  With  the  abolition  of  charges, 
there  will  be  no  barrier  to  medical  care  for  all.  For  there  is  no  doubt  that 
charges  have  operated  harshly  at  the  lowest  income  levels,  as  pharmacists 
in  poorer  areas  can  testify.  But  the  benefit  to  old  people,  and  sick  people, 
and  young  parents  with  growing  families  subject  to  all  the  ills  of  childhood, 
has  been  incalculable.  Young  mothers  today  will  never  have  to  cope  with 
the  problems  of  their  parents,  to  whom  a  few  visits  from  the  doctor  and  a 
few  visits  to  the  pharmacy  could  mean  financial  hardship.  It  may  be  said 
that  that  was  only  a  fringe  of  the  population,  but  thirty  years  ago  it  repre- 
sented a  very  large  fringe,  and  both  doctor  and  pharmacist  had  to  act  on 
occasion  with  considerable  philanthropy  they  themselves  could  ill  afford. 

Self -medication 

On  the  subject  of  the  effect  of  the  abolition  of  resale  price  maintenance 
on  self -medication,  the  feeling  at  Durham  seemed  to  be  that  reduced  prices 
would  lead  to  an  increase  in  self  medication.  That  might  or  might  not  be, 
but  the  manufacturers  in  general  appear  to  regard  wide  distribution  as 
extremely  important,  so  that  the  public  is  constantly  reminded  of  pills  and 
powders  and  ointments  when  making  purchases  utterly  remote  from  all 
suggestion  of  medicine.  There  seems  to  be  no  incompatibility  whatsoever 
between  "  patent "  medicines  and  any  other  form  of  merchandise.  Only  the 
other  day  I  saw  a  wool  and  baby  linen  shop  offering  purgatives,  antacids, 
disinfectants  and  analgesics — a  truly  remarkable  display.

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The  Pharmacist  in  Society 

A  REVIEW  OF  THE  PRESENT  AND  THE  FUTURE 


THE  role  of  the  pharmacist  in  modern 
society  is  the  latest  topic  to  come 
under  scrutiny  by  the  Office  of  Health 
Economics,  an  organisation  established 
by  the  Association  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Industry.  Its  findings,  and 
views  on  the  future  of  the  pharmacist, 
are  published  in  a  pp.  32  booklet  which 
is  being  distributed  to  pharmacists  in 
general  and  hospital  practice. 

The  authors  foresee  the  future  for 
all  branches  of  pharmacy  as  one  of 
increased  professionalism,  though  that 
is  not  held  to  conflict  necessarily  with 
trading  activities.  "  It  is  important," 
says  the  booklet,  "  that  pharmacists 
recognise  the  need  to  cast  off  the  mantle 
of  their  artisan  predecessors  and  take 
a  more  active  part  in  providing  infor- 
mation and  advice  about  the  medicines 
which  they  handle."  That  opinion, 
largely  directed  at  the  general  practi- 
tioner, is  expected  to  be  difficult  to  put 
into  practice,  because  many  pharmacists 
were  trained  before  the  rapid  advances 
in  pharmaceutical  and  pharmacological 
knowledge  of  recent  years  had  been 
made.  But  it  is  recognised  that  the 
educational  standard  of  the  younger 
generation  pharmacist  is  resulting  in 
many  of  them  being  unwilling  to  work 
in  the  style  of  retail  pharmacy  that 
grew  up  under  the  former  system  of 
training.  They  are,  it  is  stated,  entitled 
to  recognition  as  important  members  of 
the  health  team. 

It  is  in  general  practice,  also,  that  the 
most  obvious  changes  are  envisaged. 
Pharmacies  are  expected  to  diversify 
into  two  groups:  Those  which  con- 
tinue to  adopt  the  modern  style  of  re- 
tailing, dealing  in  a  wide  range  of 
goods,  and  those  that  concentrate  on 
providing  a  comprehensive  pharma- 
ceutical distribution  and  advisory  ser- 
vice, and  employing  several  pharmacists 
on  the  staff.  A  main  theme  of  the  book- 
let is  the  need  to  extend  the  advice 
given  by  pharmacists  to  doctors  and  the 
public — and  the  need  for  acceptance  of 
that  function  by  both  groups.  The 
authors  suggest  that  neither  the  doctor, 
the  manufacturer  nor  the  pharmacist 
yet  recognises  the  r61e  of  the  latter  as 
a  source  of  technical  information  and 
advice.  The  picture  presented  of  the 
pharmacy  of  the  future  is  that  of  a 
centre  for  health  education  with,  per- 
haps, a  small  room  set  aside  in  which 
presymptomatic  tests  (such  as  detection 
of  diabetes  and  taking  of  cervical 
smears)  could  be  carried  out  by  local 
health  authority  or  hospital  medical 
staff.  Those  broader  health  services 
would,  it  is  thought,  attract  more  cus- 
tomers into  the  pharmacy  and,  con- 
versely, more  people  would  be  likely  to 
take  advantage  of  the  services. 

The  booklet  suggests  that  for  the 
"  vast  hinterland  of  unwellness  for 
which  the  formal  Health  Service  cannot 
and  should  not  attempt  to  cater,"  the 
public  is  immeasurably  better  off  seek- 
ing the  advice  of  the  pharmacist  than 
consulting  friends,  television  or  news- 
papers. In  offering  that  advice,  however, 
the  pharmacist  must  act  professionally 


first  and  as  a  businessman  second. 
He  must  also  recognise  that  his  place  is 
at  the  counter,  in  contact  with  the  pub- 
lic, rather  than  in  the  dispensary.  There 
he  will  meet  some  of  the  [estimated] 
three  out  of  four  people  who  feel  ill 
yet  do  not  go  to  a  doctor.  He  can  then 
advise  those  with  potentially  serious 
symptoms  to  seek  medical  advice  while 
being  able  to  save  the  doctor  being 
called  in  for  trivial  aches  and  pains.  He 
will  also  be  in  a  position  to  hear  of 
side-effects  from  drugs  experienced  by 
patients  and  to  advise  against  a  pro- 
prietary medicine  that  might  conflict 
with  a  prescribed  treatment. 

The  increase  in  professional  activities 
would,  of  course,  demand  more  of  the 
pharmacist's  time.  In  order  to  provide 
it,  the  booklet  suggests  that  he  should 
cease    to    handle  non-pharmaceutical 


sales  personally  and  that  the  system  of 
"  small  original  pack  "  dispensing,  as  is 
required  by  law  in  some  Continental 
countries,  should  be  adopted. 

Pharmacists  are  regarded  as  having  a 
profound  influence  on  quality  control, 
being  responsible  for  much  of  that  car- 
ried out  in  industry  and  that  under- 
taken in  hospitals.  Admitting  the  ex- 
treme need  for  such  control,  the  paper 
states  that  the  majority  of  manufac- 
turers would  welcome  a  comprehensive 
independent  surveillance  of  quality  as 
a  deterrent  to  those  who  are  at  present 
tempted  to  sacrifice  quality  in  order  to 
sell  at  low  prices. 

Hospital  pharmacy  is  seen  to  be 
facing  no  special  problems  at  present 
that  cannot  be  solved  by  raising  the 
salaries  of  hospital  pharmacists  in  order 
to  offer  reasonable  career  prospects. 


DANGEROUS  DRUGS  REGULATIONS 

Home  Office  views  on  interpretation 


FOLLOWING  consultations  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Na- 
tional Pharmaceutical  Union,  the  Home 
Office  has  expressed  the  appended  views 
on  the  Dangerous  Drugs  (No.  2)  Re- 
gulations, 1964  (see  C.  &  D.,  November 
28,  p.  547,  and  December  5,  p.  571). 
They  are  contained  in  a  circular  sent 
to  N.P.U.  branch  secretaries. 

1.  The  following  preparations  may 
still  be  sold  without  D.D.A.  restriction: 

(a)  Dr.  J.  Collis  Browne's  Chlorodyne  and 
other  preparations  containing  less  than  0-2  per 
cent,  morphine  with  not  more  than  2-5  per  cent, 
codeine,  provided  that  the  dosage  of  codeine 
is  less  than  100  mgm.  per  dose. 

(b)  Macarthy's  "  Syrup  of  Honey  Pine  "  and 
other  preparations  containing  both  codeine  and 
pholcoline,  provided  that  the  strength  of  either 
is  2-5  per  cent,  or  less,  and  that  the  dosage  of 
either  does  not  exceed  100  mgm.  per  dose. 

(c)  "  Brompton  Cocktail  "  (mixtures  containing 
less  than  0-1  per  cent,  cocaine  with  less  than 
0-2  per  cent,  morphine,  and  syrup  or  flavouring, 
and  gin). 

(d)  Tab.  codein.  phos.  and  Tab.  dihydrocodein. 
(D.F.  118).  (But  ampoules  dihydrocodein.  are  sub- 
ject to  full  D.D.A.  control). 

(e)  Mixtures  such  as  Mist,  ammon.  chlor.  et 
morph.  with  added  codeine  phosphate,  provided 
that  the  dosage  of  codeine  phosphate  is  100 
mgm.  or  less  per  dose  and  the  codeine  phosphate 
content  of  the  mixture  is  below  2-5  per  cent. 

2.  Entries  in  D.D.A.  Registers,  (a) 
Entries  must  be  made  in  the  D.D.A. 
Registers  of  all  purchases  of  the  follow- 
ing and  their  salts: — Acetyldihydro- 
codeine;  codeine;  dextropropoxyphene; 
dihydrocodeine;  ethylmorphine  (3-ethyl- 
morphine);  norcodeine;  pholcodine.  No 
entries  are  required  for  purchases  of 
preparations  of  any  of  the  foregoing, 
except  preparations  with  a  concentra- 
tion of  more  than  2-5  per  cent,  of  any 
of  them,  or  with  a  unit  dosage  of  more 
than  100  mgm.  No  entries,  for  example, 
are  required  for  purchases  of  tab. 
codein.  phos.  of  any  of  the  B.N.F. 
strengths  (10  to  60  mgm.).  (b)  Entries 
should  be  made,  on  the  "  Purchases  " 
side  of  D.D.A.  Registers,  of  the  stocks 
as  at  December  1  of  all  the  items  listed 
under  (a)  above  which  since  December 
1  need  registration,  (c)  Controlled  Dan- 


gerous Drugs  and  preparations  used  in 
making  up  products  for  "  free  sale " 
(e.g.,  tinct.  opii  used  in  making  up 
stock  cough  mixture)  should  be  recor- 
ded on  the  "  Sales  "  side  of  the  appro- 
priate D.D.A.  Register.  The  date,  the 
quantity  used,  and  the  purpose  for 
which  used,  should  be  entered. 

3.  Invoices,  or  copies  of  them,  for 
those  D.D.A.  substances  and  prepara- 
tions for  which  no  Dangerous  Drugs 
Register  entries  are  required  and  which 
may  be  sold  without  any  D.D.A.  restric- 
tion (e.g.,  Dr.  J.  Collis  Browne's  Chloro- 
dyne; tab.  codein.  co.)  must  be  kept 
for  two  years.  There  is  no  requirement 
that  they  must  be  kept  separately  from 
other  invoices.  They  must  be  available 
for  inspection.  Branch  shop  invoices 
may  be  kept  at  the  main  shop  or  head 
office,  provided  they  are  kept  together. 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Patent  Injunction  Refused 

An  application  by  F.  Hoffman-La 
Roche  &  Co.,  A.G.,  Basle,  Switzerland, 
for  an  interim  injunction  restraining 
Inter-Continental  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd., 
Poland  Street,  London,  W.I,  from  ad- 
vertising, offering  for  sale  or  selling  the 
tranquillising  drugs  chlordiazepoxide 
and  chlordiazepoxide  hydrochloride  in 
any  one  of  four  different  forms  was 
dismissed  in  the  High  Court,  London, 
December  3.  Costs  of  the  application 
were  reserved  by  Mr.  Justice  Lloyd- 
Jacob  to  the  hearing  of  an  action  that 
is  being  brought  by  Messrs.  Hoffman- 
La  Roche  against  Messrs.  Inter-Conti- 
nental for  alleged  infringement  of 
patent.  The  judge  said  the  plaintiffs 
were  the  holders  of  patents  relating  to 
the  drugs,  and  the  defendants  were  a 
company  concerned  with  distributing 
and  selling  drugs,  that  had  decided  to 
add  to  its  list  of  drugs  by  applying  to 
the  Comptroller  General  of  Patents  for 
a  statutory  licence  that  would  permit 
them  to  import  the  plaintiffs'  patented 
drugs  from  Italy.  Because  of  the  expec- 
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ted  time  lag  at  the  Patent  Office  be- 
tween the  application  for  a  licence  and 
the  hearing  of  the  application,  the  de- 
fendants, after  informing  the  plaintiffs 
of  their  intentions,  had  begun  the  com- 
mercial exploitation  of  the  drugs;  the 
plaintiffs  had  exercised  their  rights  and 
begun  proceedings.  The  plaintiffs,  said 
the  judge,  had  applied  for  the  interim 
injunction  on  two.  grounds :  the  alleged 
impurity  of  the  defendants'  drug;  and 


THE  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  was 
asked  by  Sir  Stephen  McAdden  if  he 
proposed  to  exempt  from  purchase  tax 
the  15  per  cent,  surcharge  levied  on 
imported  goods.  In  a  written  answer  on 
December  1,  Mr.  Niall  MacDermot 
(Financial  Secretary,  Treasury)  stated, 
"  No.  To  do  so  would  reduce,  in  the 
case  of  goods  subject  to  purchase  tax, 
the  effectiveness  of  the  temporary 
charge  as  a  means  of  restricting  the 
volume  of  imports."  Iodine  and  mer- 
cury were  excluded  from  the  imports 
surcharge  by  amendments  approved  in 
the  committee  stage  of  the  Finance 
Bill. 

Pharmaceuticals  and  the  Surcharge 

Lord  Balniel  moved  amendments 
to  exclude  other  substances  used  in  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  which  were, 
he  said,  not  available  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and  which  in  the  past  had 
been  granted  permanent  or  temporary 
exemption  from  duty.  The  pharmaceu- 
tical industry  was  one  of  the  great 
exporting  industries  of  the  country  and 
the  surcharge  was  certain  to  affect  the 
export  prospects  of  the  industry.  It 
was  true  that  the  Customs  Notice  No. 
251  would  assist  the  recovery  of  draw- 
back but  in  practice  the  complexities 
of  the  industry  were  such  that  it 
would  be  almost  impossible  for  them 
to  obtain  advantage  of  the  drawback. 
The  second  certainty  was  that  in  the 
home  market  for  drugs,  the  surcharge 
would  inevitably  cause  a  rise  in  the 
price  of  drugs  because  in  this  market 
there  was  no  consumer  resistance.  He 
accepted  that  some  of  the  "  processed 
substances  "  were  used  in  other  indus- 
tries but  most  were  used  either  solely 
or  overwhelmingly  in  the  manufacture 
of  drugs.  If  all  those  intermediates 
became  the  subject  of  the  surcharge 
there  was  the  certain  consequence  that 
the  cost  of  drugs  prescribed  under  the 
Health  Service  would  rise. 

Mr.  B.  R.  Braine  said  that  because 
of  the  structure  of  the  industry  and 
the  way  in  which  pharmacists  were 
remunerated  under  the  Health  Service, 
the  net  effect  of  the  Government's  pro- 
posal would  be  to  put  up  the  cost  of 
drugs  to  the  Service  by  about  34  per 
cent.  Every  £1  which  the  Government 
would  collect  from  the  import  sur- 
charge would  cost  the  Health  Service 
£1  6s.  9id. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Redhead  (Minister  of 
State,  Board  of  Trade),  said  it  was  not 
thought  the  cost  to  the  Health  Service 
would  be  very  significant.  It  was  ex- 
ceedingly difficult  to  separate  those 
pharmaceutical  products  which  might 
attract  a  measure  of  sympathy  on  the 
grounds  of  hea'th  generally  from  the 


doubts  as  to  the  defendants'  ability  to 
pay  any  damages  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  their  capital  was  only  £1,000. 
After  having  heard  evidence  on  the 
matter,  the  judge  said  it  was  clear  to 
him  that  no  serious  attack  could  be 
made  upon  the  quality  of  the  defen- 
dants' drugs.  Nor  was  there  any  evi- 
dence to  suggest  that  defendants  would 
be  unable  to  meet  any  monetary  award 
that  might  be  made  against  them.

During  the  report  stage  on  Decem- 
ber 7  Lord  Balniel  moved  an  amend- 
ment to  exempt  from  the  surcharge 
goods  imported  into  the  United  King- 
dom and  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
pharmaceuticals  (as  comprised  in 
Chapter  30  of  the  tariff  list).  There 
was  no  doubt,  he  said,  that  the  sur- 
charge would  increase  the  cost  of 
manufacturing  drugs  and  medicaments. 
He  had  consulted  two  pharmaceutical 
companies  in  his  constituency  (Hert- 
ford) and  he  understood  that  they  in 
common  with  other  pharmaceutical 
companies  were  doing  their  utmost  to 
absorb  the  surcharge  within  their 
costs.  Also  there  would  not  be  an 
immediate  increase  in  the  price  of  the 
drugs  because  the  price  prescribed 
under  the  Health  Service  was  fixed  by 
the  price  regulation  scheme.  Was  this 
scheme  to  be  renegotiated?  Speaking 
of  the  effect  of  the  surcharge  on  the 
cost  of  manufacture,  he  said  that  the 
Hinchliffe  report  referred  to  the  corti- 
costeroids, the  raw  materials  of  which 
had  to  be  imported.  The  annual  im- 
port value  of  the  raw  materials  and 
partly  processed  materials  of  one  firm 
making  them  was  £300,000  and  the 
firm  would  have  to  pay  a  surcharge  of 
£45,000  on  it.  There  were  six  firms 
working  on  new  antibiotics;  the  sur- 
charge on  their  materials  would 
amount  to  £99,000. 

Mr.  N.  MacDermot  (Financial  Sec- 
retary, Treasury)  said  it  was  not  the 
intention  of  the  Government  to  reduce 
the  volume  of  imports  of  drugs.  Had 
it  been  possible  to  extract  from  the 
field  of  imports  those  materials  and 
chemicals  which  were  used  for  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  they  would 
have  been  happy  to  do  so.  He  had 
been  into  this  with  great  care  but  it 
would  not  be  possible  to  exclude  drugs 
which  were  used  in  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  without  at  the  same  time  ex- 
cluding similar  materials  which  were 
used  in  other  industries.  If  those 
chemicals  were  exempted  for  a  whole 
range  of  other  industries  it  would  con- 
fer a  quite  unwarranted  benefit  for 
those  industries,  in  comparison  with 
other  similar  industries  which  hap- 
pened to  be  using  slightly  different 
chemicals. 

Lord  Balniel  said  his  information 
was  that  the  substances  in  Chapter  29 
of  the  tariff  list  were  used  overwhelm- 
ingly by  the  pharmaceutical  industry. 
Did  the  Minister's  argument  apply  to 
Chapter  29  ? 

Mr.  MacDermot  replied  that  his 


argument  did  apply  to  it.  Speaking  of 
the  voluntary  price  regulation  scheme, 
Mr.  MacDermot  said  the  scheme  was 
in  constant  negotiation.  It  was  there- 
fore open  to  manufacturers  at  any 
stage  to  ask,  if  necessary  for  the  charge 
to  be  taken  into  account  in  those  nego- 
tiations. There  had  been  no  request  so 
far.  Pharmaceutical  products  in  Chap- 
ter 30  ranged  a  great  deal  wider,  he 
said,  than  was  generally  appreciated. 

Sir  Harmer  Nicholls  asked  if  it 
would  not  be  possible  to  put  the  ex- 
emptions in  on  the  basis  of  Chapter 
29  but  Mr.  MacDermot  said  that  the 
point  had  been  considered  but  no 
solution  could  be  found.  Speaking  of 
drawback  he  said  that  the  Customs 
and  Excise  were  proposing  to  devise  a 
flexible  scheme  for  drawback  for  the 
temporary  charge  and  they  appreciated 
that  there  were  rigidities  in  the  scheme 
for  the  purpose  of  drawback  of  the 
protective  duty. 

Lord  BalnieFs  amendment  was 
defeated  by  203  to  181  and  the  Bill 
was  given  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  MacDermot  moved  amend- 
ments to  schedule  I  (exempted  goods) 
which  were  agreed  to,  that  items  in 
chapter  33-01  (essential  oils,  concretes 
and  absolutes)  and  in  chapters  38-07 
and  38-08  (turpentine  and  rosin,  etc.) 
be  included  with  those  already  exempt 
from  the  surcharge. 

Science  and  Technology  Bill 

The  main  purposes  of  the  Science 
and  Technology  Bill,  now  published 
(H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  Is.  6d.), 
are  to  make  new  provisions  for  the 
financing  and  direction  of  the  Agricul- 
tural and  Medical  Research  Councils 
and  to  dissolve  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research.  The 
Bill  also  sets  out  the  responsibility  and 
powers  of  the  Minister  of  Technology 
in  relation  to  scientific  research.  The 
Minister  takes  over  the  financing  of  a 
number  of  research  councils,  including 
the  Agricultural  and  Medical  Research 
Councils,  a  new  Science  Research 
Council,  and  a  Natural  Environment 
Research  Council.  The  activities  of  the 
D.S.I.R.  and  a  number  of  other  char- 
tered bodies  are  being  distributed 
amongst  the  departments. 

Cancer  Research 

Mr.  R.  Lewis  was  informed  in  a 
written  answer  on  November  23  by 
Mr.  M.  Stewart  (Secretary  of  State, 
Education  and  Science)  that  the  Medi- 
cal Research  Council  expected  to 
spend  £1,029,000  on  cancer  research  in 
1964-65.  That  figure  did  not  include 
capital  expenditure.  It  was  impossible 
to  give  a  realistic  estimate  of  the  total 
expenditure  spent  on  such  research  in 
the  United  Kingdom  but  assurance 
was  given  that  the  Medical  Research 
Council  had  not  been  hampered  by 
lack  of  funds. 

Toxic  Hazards  in  Factories 

During  an  adjournment  debate,  Mrs. 
McKay  said  that  about  20,000  new 
chemicals  were  introduced  yearly  to 
the  industrial  scene  and  there  was  no 
guarantee  that  all  those  chemicals  were 
being  tested  before  use.  Thousands  of 
workers  were  exposed  to  poisonous 
gases  and  fumes  and  to  dangers  from 
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handling  the  toxic  constituents  of  many 
products.  She  urged  that  everything 
possible  should  be  done  to  develop 
occupational  hygiene  services.  Mr. 
Ernest  Thornton  (Parliamentary  Sec- 
retary, Ministry  of  Labour)  said  there 
were  three  Services  specialising  in  that 
field.  Their  services  were  available  to 
companies  on  a  fee  basis,  either  to 
carry  out  a  single  survey  or  to  carry 
out  routine  laboratory  tests.  All  were 
grant  aided  by  the  Nuffield  Founda- 
tion. 

T.U.C's  Request 

Mr.  L.  A.  Pavitt  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  December  7  what  reply 
he  had  sent  to  the  T.U.C.  about  their 
demand  for  a  public  inquiry  into  the 
drug  and  pharmaceutical  industry,  to 
which  the  Minister  (Mr.  Kenneth 
Robinson)  said :  "  None  so  far.  I  am 
considering  the  matter."

Among  the  Private  Members'  Bills 
that  were  read  a  first  time  in  the  House 
of  Commons  on  December  2  was  one 
to  provide  for  the  disclosure  of  emolu- 
ments "  and  of  other  relevant  informa- 
tion by  directors  and  other  senior  offi- 
cers in  certain  private  and  public  enter- 
prises. .  .  ."  The  Bill  was  presented  by 
Mr.  Peter  Shore.

It  was  shown  sterility 
was  brought  about  during  an  immer- 
sion period  of  one  hour.

Support  at  Last 

Sir,— It  is  interesting  to  see  (C.  &  D., 
December  5,  p.  12)  that  E.  C.  Tenner 
now  chooses  to  expound  precisely  the 
ideas  of  those  whom,  nearly  two  years 
ago,  he  dubbed  "  The  wild  men  of  the 
North."  Perhaps  he  would  today  admit 
"  The  wise  men  of  the  North."  He  is, 
of  course,  very  correct.  Following  the 
disgustingly  worded  referendum  and 
after  allowing  a  most  important  con- 
ference decision  to  be  overridden,  I 
would  have  expected  by  now  that  the 
N.P.U.  Executive  would  have  estab- 
lished a  much  more  democratic  method 
of  nominating  and  electing  members  to 
the  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Com- 
mittee. Has  it  not  been  significant  that  no 
satisfactory  negotiations  ever  achieved 
finality  until  there  was  at  least  some 
Society  representation  on  that  commit- 
tee ?  Why  is  it  that  the  N.P.U. 
Executive  will  not  share  their  burden? 
Fear  of  loss  of  power?  At  this  stage  in 
our  history  it  is  essential  that  negotia- 
tions are  continued  by  a  strong  com- 
mittee for  the  removal  of  some  of  the 
ridiculous  anomalies,  under  which  we 
work.  Some  Society  representation  on 
that  committee  is  essential.  It  is  pleasant 
to  have,  at  last,  E.  C.  Tenner's  support. 

Still  Wild. 

Profits  and  Proportions 

Sir, — In  pharmacy  we  are  informed 
that  we  spend  two-thirds  of  our  time 
on  our  professional  side — dispensing — ■ 
which  produces  only  one-third  of  our 
takings  and  one-sixth  of  our  net  profit. 
If  that  is  the  case  we  have  to  ensure 
that  full  use  is  made  of  the  non-dis- 
pensing side,  which  produces  the  bulk 
of  our  profit.  Perhaps  it  is  better 
emphasised  if  we  put  it  conversely. 
The  ;  non-dispensing  side  takes  one- 
third  of,  our  time  to  produce  two- 
thirds  of  our  takings  and  five-sixths 


of  our  profit.  Bearing  that  in  mind, 
I  was  interested  in  a  recent  survey 
carried  out  into  the  grocery  trade  (and 
I  make  no  apology  for  mentioning 
grocery  trade,  because  we  can  learn 
much  from  other  types  of  business 
surveys,  trends,  etc.).  The  total  grocery 
trade  in  this  country  is  worth  £2,361 
millions  a  year.  Broken  down  into 
commodity  sales  it  was  found  that 
six  commodities  accounted  for  26-4 
per  cent,  of  sales.  On  that  basis  it  was 
postulated  that,  if  the  retailer  gave 
more  linear  shelf  space  to  a  commod- 
ity than  the  survey  indicated,  shelf 
space  was  being  wasted  and  he  was 
losing  out.  Gazing  at  some  of  our 
pharmacies  I  wonder  what  a  similar 
survey  would  produce,  and  what 
treasures  or  heirlooms  would  be  found 
that  would  never  earn  their  keep  in 
ten  years.  It  was  also  found  that  house- 
wives are  "  perimeter-minded  "  and  that 
they  instinctively  tend  to  walk  around 
central  fixtures  or  gondolas.  Therefore 
it  was  necessary  to  put  essential  de- 
mand lines  on  such  central  fixtures  or 
gondolas.    Detailed    planning   on  the 


allocation  of  linear  shelf  space  in  one 
particular  set  of  premises,  as  an  ex- 
periment, resulted  in  a  net  profit  in- 
crease of  40  per  cent,  in  a  period  of 
six  months.  Surely  there  must  be  some- 
thing in  this  for  the  progressive  phar- 
macist to  investigate  and  experiment 
with  in  order  to  make  our  non-dis- 
pensing side  even  more  profitable,  sub- 
ject to  professional  aspects  of  the  mat- 
ter. It  would  be  interesting  to  have 
some  non  -  confidential  percentage 
figures  from  Messrs.  Boots'  new  ex- 
periment in  the  G.E.M.  supercentre  at 
West  Bridgford,  Notts,  where  the 
pharmacy  occupies  3,600  sq.  ft.  out  of 
85,000  sq.  ft.  of  the  store  (parking  space: 
1,000  cars)  though  that  is  small  com- 
pared to  the  new  departmental  store 
opened  in  the  unfashionable  East  End 
of  Paris,  with  130,000  sq.  ft.  of  selling 
space  spread  over  seven  floors  and  an 
anticipated  65,000  sq.  ft.  of  parking 
space.  Incidentally  it  is  the  first  store 
to  be  built  in  Paris  for  sixty-five  years. 
Just  another  point;  the  average  annual 
sales  per  grocery  assistant  in  multiples 
and  Co-operative  stores  is  about  £6,200 
per  year,  in  independents  about  £300 
a  year  less.  It  makes  you  think,  especi- 
ally over  the  increasing  pressure  to 
invade  and  sell  our  traditional  phar- 
macy lines.  Mervyn  Madge,

CHESTER 

Keep  Present  Constitution 

It  was  resolved,  with  one  dissentient, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Chester  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  in 
Chester  on  November  5  "That  no 
alteration  be  made  in  the  present  con- 
stitution." Members  had  heard  Mr.  A. 
Aldington  outline  the  reasons  for  and 
nature  of  the  proposed  changes  in  the 
constitution  of  the  Society's  Council.  In 
the  ensuing  discussion  the  following 
were   some   of   the   points  raised:: — ■ 

(1)  Undue  influence  could  be  exerted 
upon  the  Council  by  the  co-opted 
members  representing  academic  bodies; 

(2)  Superintendent  pharmacists  did  not 
represent  the  body  of  pharmacists 
working  in  the  shops.  It  was  very  likely 
that  they  held  views  inimical  to  those 
working  under  them;  (3)  It  was  pos- 
sible for  nominated  members,  who 
might  not  be  pharmacists,  to  sit  on 
committees  and  influence  proceedings. 
That  could  be  a  dangerous  situation; 
(4)  The  extra  cost  would  be  about 
£3,500  per  annum.

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The  Future  General  Practice  Pharmacy 

Far-reaching  changes  are  foreshadowed  for  the  distri- 
butive aspects  of  pharmacy  by  the  Office  of  Health 
Economics  in  its  booklet  "  The  Pharmacist  in  Society  " 
(see  p.  583).  The  changes  are  seen  to  stem  from  the  fact 
that  the  pharmacist's  manual  skill  has  largely  been 
superseded  by  the  branded  pharmaceutical,  while  the 
manufacturer  has  taken  over  responsibility  for  quality 
control.  However,  whether  the  higher  degree  of  profes- 
sionalism envisaged  for  the  pharmacist  of  the  future 
becomes  reality  will  depend  upon  the  reconciling  of  the 
many  conflicting  interests. 

The  booklet  suggests  that  the  public  regard  the  phar- 
macist in  retail  practice  more  as  a  shopkeeper  than  as 
someone  engaged  primarily  in  the  field  of  medicine. 
That  is  a  viewpoint  which  we  do  not  accept.  It  has  been 
traditional  for  members  of  the  public  to  seek  the  advice 
of  pharmacists  on  health  matters,  and  that  has  con- 
tinued even  since  the  advent  of  the  N.H.S. 

We  would  accept  the  suggestion  that  it  was  important 
that  pharmacists  should  recognise  the  "  need  to  cast 
off  the  mantles  of  their  artisan  predecessors  and  take  a 
more  active  part  in  providing  information  and  advice 
about  the  medicines  which  they  handle."  However, 
before  the  pharmacist  can  begin  to  offer  further  advice  to 
doctors  and  the  public  he  must  be  taken  much  more  fully 
into  the  confidence  of  the  industry.  Far  too  little  basic 
information  that  does  not  smack  of  "  sales  promotion  " 
comes  his  way  and  it  is  frequently  the  national  Press 
and  the  medical  practitioner  who  will  hear  first  of  a 
new  drug.  Such  defects  in  the  industry's  own  house  must 
be  remedied.  Although  not  laboured  in  the  booklet, 
restriction  of  the  sale  of  medicines  to  pharmacies  would 
be  another  necessary  prerequisite  of  many  of  its  pro- 
posals, if  they  are  to  have  meaning.  The  opposition  to 
that  is  well  organised  and  it  will  become  yet  more  mili- 
tant during  the  coming  discussions  on  the  proposed 
legislation  controlling  medicines.  There  will  also  be 
opposition  from  the  medical  profession  which  will 
resent  anything  that  it  sees  as  undermining  its  right  to 
diagnose  and  prescribe.  It  will  be  difficult  to  convince 
them  that  the  diagnostic  procedures  envisaged  for  the 
pharmacy's  back-room  would  not  be  better  carried  out 
as  part  of  a  general  clinical  examination  on  the  premises 
of  a  group  practice. 

Only  by  a  professional  attitude  from  every  retail 
pharmacist  can  members  of  the  sister  profession  be 
shown  that  pharmacists  are  capable  of  relieving  them 
of  some  burden  of  minor  ailments  while  ensuring  that 


an  ever-increasing  proportion  of  serious  cases  are 
brought  to  their  attention. 

The  professed  intentions  of  the  Office  of  Health 
Economics  in  compiling  the  booklet  was  to  ensure  the 
better  understanding  by  the  public  and  health  service 
administrations  of  the  role  of  the  pharmacist  in  the 
1960s  and  in  the  future.  We  hope  that  its  message 
reaches  those  who  should  know. 

No  Need  for  Shops  Acts  ? 

Shop  inspectors  are  reported  to  be  "  hopping  mad  " 
over  suggestions  that  shop  assistants  are  able  to  look 
after  themselves  so  far  as  working  hours  and  wages 
are  concerned.  "  Inspectors  continuously  report  condi- 
tions," says  the  official  journal  of  the  Institute  of  Shops 
Acts  Administration,  "  that  would  make  even  Dickens 
ashamed  of  this  twentieth  century."  .  .  .  Some  workers 
are  not  allowed  time  for  a  mid-day  meal  or  even  a 
break  for  tea  after  being  on  their  feet  for  hours  ;  others 
work  far  beyond  the  hours  commonly  accepted  in  in- 
dustry ;  as  for  young  persons,  many  exceed  the  hours 
laid  down  by  Parliament  more  than  thirty  years  ago." 

On  the  question  of  wages,  the  inspectors  claim  that 
there  is  no  evidence  to  substantiate  the  general  claim 
of  some  advocates  of  Shops  Act  abolition  that  people 
will  not  work  unless  properly  paid.  Enforcement  of 
wages  regulation  orders  is  in  the  hands  of  wages  inspec- 
tors, of  whom,  at  the  end  of  1963,  142  (including 
twenty-seven  women)  were  engaged  for  the  whole  of 
their  time  on  visiting  employers'  premises.  The  inspec- 
tor's work  is  programmed  so  that  all  complaints  are 
investigated  and  routine  visits  are  paid  each  year  to  7f 
per  cent,  of  the  establishments  covered  by  Wages  Coun- 
cils. During  1963  their  visits  disclosed  an  increase  in 
the  proportion  of  employers  found  to  be  paying  less 
than  the  statutory  minimum  and  in  the  proportion  of 
workers  underpaid.  Details  of  inspection  and  enforce- 
ment as  given  in  the  Ministry  of  Labour  Gazette  give 
an  even  higher  figure  (£3,382)  as  the  amount  ordered  by 
courts  to  be  paid  to  workers  by  way  of  arrears  of 
wages.  In  1962,  according  to  the  same  source  arrears 
amounting  to  £131,092  were  paid  to  14,088  out  of 
271,158  workers  whose  wages  were  examined;  six 
employers  were  prosecuted,  fined  a  total  of  £573,  and 
ordered  to  pay  £1,410  arrears  of  remuneration  to  the 
workers  affected.  Says  the  Institute's  journal:  "There 
may  be  no  general  exploitation  of  the  workers,  but 
surely  it  is  the  individual  that  matters,  and  employment 
laws  are  there  to  protect  the  minority  who  fall  victims 
of  individual  exploitation."  In  a  case  in  Ilford,  Essex, 
in  September,  the  magistrate  "  took  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  the  shop  assistant  had  been  employed  at 
the  shop  for  seven  days  a  week  since  June  1,  1963,  the 
only  time  off  being  Christmas  and  Boxing  days."  We 
are  not  aware,  and  would  be  astonished  to  be  informed, 
that  any  pharmacists  are  included  amongst  the  shop- 
keepers who  have  been  holding  back  wages  or  fined  for 
infringements  of  the  Shops  Acts.  Nevertheless  they 
may  be  in  competition  with  traders  who  are,  and  if  so 
they  are  faced  with  an  insidious  form  of  unfair  com- 
petition which  should  make  them  staunch  upholders  of 
the  shops  legislation. 

"  By  all  means  scrap  the  Shops  Acts,"  concludes  the 
I.S.A.A.'s  journal,  "  there  is  room  for  improvement. 
But  only  when  there  is  better  protective  legislation  to 
take  its  place."  Rightly  argued.

SIDELINES  OF  CURRENT  COMMENT 


*     FIFTY  YEARS  OF  SERVICE  TO  MEDICAL  STUDENTS  * 

TO  mark  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  formation  of  the 
Wellcome  Museum  of  Medical  Science,  Mr.  M.  W.  Perrin 
(chairman,  The  Wellcome  Foundation,  Ltd.),  opened  at  the 
museum  in  the  Wellcome  Building,  Euston  Road,  London, 
N.W.I,  on  December  8,  an  exhibition  demonstrating  the 
evolution  of  the  visual  display  techniques  now  used  to  con- 
vey current  medical  knowledge.  The  idea  for  the  museum 
was  originally  conceived  by  Sir  Andrew  Balfour,  the  first 
director  of  the  Wellcome  Bureau  of  Scientific  Research, 
who  proposed  the  establishment  of  a  graphic  Museum  of 
Tropical  Medicine  and  Hygiene.  That  was  set  up  in  1914. 
After  a  number  of  homes  the  Museum  was  established  in 
the  Wellcome  Building  and  in  the  1930's  it  became  a  centre 
not  only  for  post-graduate  study  of  tropical  diseases  but 
also  for  the  undergraduate  teaching  of  medicine  in  general. 
During  the  1939-45  war  it  was  dismantled  and  when  re- 
opened in  1 946  was  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  C.  J.  Hackett. 
He  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  R.  Y.  Dunlop  who  redesigned  the 
present  south  gallery  in  1955,  and  from  1956  until  earlier 
this  year  the  Museum  was  directed  by  Colonel  C.  A.  Boz- 


man.  During  that  period  much  was  done  to  bring  about  a 
change  in  emphasis  from  the  teaching  of  tropical  medicine 
to  teaching  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  tropics.  Thus  the 
museum  now  includes  exhibits  of  general  application  such  as 
viral  infections  and  tuberculosis.  Much  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  application  of  display  techniques  and  no  mate- 
rial is  now  shown  above  or  below  visual  levels.  The  large 
gallery  has  been  broken  up  by  screens  into  bays  in  which 
teaching  material  is  limited  to  a  single  subject  or  group  of 
subjects.  Such  has  been  the  success  of  the  Museum  that 
annual  attendances  now  reach  a  level  of  over  10,000.  New 
techniques  in  display  and  for  mounting  specimens  are  con- 
stantly being  sought,  one  recent  innovation  being  a  Techni- 
color 800-E2  projector  (not  yet  fully  in  use)  on  which 
students  may  see  on  a  continuous  film  extracts  from  teach- 
ing films  or  animated  sequences  of  organ  function.  Director 
of  the  Museum  is  now  Dr.  C.  A.  Duggan.  The  history  of 
the  Museum  and  a  guide  to  its  content  is  contained  in  a  new 
book  which  may  be  obtained  (price  £1  Is.)  by  pharmacists 
on  application  to  the  Museum  at  the  Wellcome  Building, 
183  Euston  Road,  London,  N.W.I. 


HOSPITAL   PHARMACY  FORUM 

COMFORTS  OF  MODERNISATION 


BY  A  HOSPITAL 

TIME  there  was  when  a  hospital  pharmacist  could  sit 
down,  lean  back  and  ponder,  and  out  of  his  ponder- 
ing would  come  much  that  was  useful  in  new  methods, 
new  formulations,  more  useful  arrangements  and  so  forth. 
Would  that  such  time  were  available  now!  In  most  depart- 
ments the  task  of  providing  for  the  wants  of  the  expanding 
health  service  keeps  all  the  staff — professional,  technical 
and  ancillary — fully  occupied,  and  in  these  days  of  short- 
ages of  pharmacists  many  an  exalted  chief  has  to  leave 
the  office,  roll  up  his  sleeves,  and  get  cracking.  Perhaps 
that  is  a  good  thing,  for  if  the  Chief  has  to  do  some  of 
the  1,001  departmental  tasks  it  may  stimulate  him  (or  her) 
to  seek  ways  and  means  of  alleviating  the  strain.  But  even 
seeking  ways  and  means  needs  a  little  time  to  ponder — 
and  where  is  that  commodity  to  come  from  ? 

Consolidating 

The  new  department  that  was  envisaged  by  the  present 
writer  ten  years  ago  is  now  finished  (apart  from  a  variety 
of  engineering  works  still  awaiting  final  touches)  and  the 
task  of  moving  a  functioning  department  from  numerous 
holes  and  corners  into  a  complete  entity  has  begun.  And 
what  a  task — especially  when  a  service  has  to  be  kept 
going  at  the  same  time.  At  such  times  especially  one  is 
thankful  for  a  good  staff:  colleagues  who  work  on  and 
give  of  their  best  under  trying  conditions.  Difficult  condi- 
tions have  indeed  been  the  order  of  the  day  for  long 
enough  and  any  alleviation  is  welcome  and  appreciated. 
Committee  and  Board  have  done  a  good  job  and  provided 
almost  everything  required,  and  once  the  new  unit  is  in 
operation,  life  should  be  much  simpler,  and  staff  relation- 
ships correspondingly  easier.  One  item  much  appreciated 
in  the  new  department  is  a  staff  room,  furnished  with 
comfortable  chairs,  and  with  toilets  to  hand.  That  one 
item  alone  lifts  morale  100  per  cent.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  financial  stringency  under  which  the  new  Government 
seems  at  the  moment  to  be  suffering  will  not  cut  back 
seriously  the  provision  of  suitable  and  satisfactory  work 
places  for  the  pharmaceutical  service  in  other  hospitals. 
For  too  long  pharmacists  have  had  to  put  up  with  just 
what  they  could  get.  The  various  Pharmaceutical  advis- 
ory Committees  could  give  good  help  by  continually  keeping 
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themselves  in  the  eye  of  Planning  Committees  and  by 
insisting  on  a  proper  share  of  the  cake.  Until  that  is  done 
pharmacy  will  continue  to  be  a  "back-shop"  occupation. 

One  detects  in  the  aura  of  medical  representatives,  cur- 
rently doing  the  rounds,  a  hand  out  from  the  industry,  and 
a  united  front  against  the  patents  law  and  those  sections 
of  it  that  the  industry  dislikes.  The  same  conversation 
crops  up  in  all  sorts  of  official  and  unofficial  places.  Is 
this  an  attempt  to  "  brain-wash  "  ?  This  is  not  the  place  to 
argue  the  merits  or  demerits  of  that  particular  piece  of 
legislation  but  please,  industry,  do  allow  some  good  sense 
to  hospital  pharmacists! 

Solidarity 

Medical  "  stand-together "  is  often  quoted  as  being  one 
example  of  how  solidarity  can  achieve  big  results.  It  can, 
but  there  is  another  way  in  which  this  "  stand-together," 
this  "  fraternal  one-ship "  operates,  and  to  the  benefit  of 
the  patient  (and  after  all  the  hospital  service  exists  to 
look  after  patients).  Not  long  ago  the  whole  of  the  house 
staff  of  a  hospital  left  (coincidence  and  perhaps  a  little 
maladministration),  leaving  no  one  to  deal  medically  with 
patients  between  5  p.m.  and  9  a.m.  next  day.  A  furore 
was  caused,  of  course,  but  did  the  patients  suffer  ?  Not 
at  all.  Immediately  the  crisis  became  apparent  all  con- 
sultants stood  together,  and  a  rota  of  consultants  was 
established  for  night  duty,  sleeping  within  the  hospital 
in  turn  to  provide  the  necessary  "  on-call "  cover — all  in 
addition  to  normal  day  duties  and  consultant  rounds.  The 
situation  is  now  back  to  normal,  but  one  is  left  wondering 
whether  pharmacists  would  act  as  one,  stick  together,  and 
move  heaven  and  earth  to  see  that  the  patient  did  not 
suffer.  That  is  one  aspect  of  a  profession — duty  before 
purse,  others  before  self — which  in  the  end  will  decide 
just  how  any  one  class  is  looked  upon  by  others — and  it 
is  as  others  see  us  that  we  are  judged  .  .  .  and  paid. 

Now  for  an  end  piece.  The  other  day  a  new  consign- 
ment of  leeches  arrived— large  fine  specimens.  The  new 
department  must  suit  them  for  one  was  found  haring  up 
the  corridor  towards  the  staff  room,  having  worked  its  way 
through  the  muslin  covering.  Comfort  was  obviously 
appreciated. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 

CONSTITUTION  TO  BE  CONSIDERED  NEXT  MONTH 

Proposed  report  on  pharmacists  in  the  armed  forces 


THE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  deferred  until  next  month  a  detailed  examina- 
tion of  the  comments  received  from  branches  on  the 
proposals  for  a  new  constitution  for  the  Council.  That 
decision  was  taken  at  the  December  meeting  held  in  Lon- 
don when  the  Council  discussed  the  minutes  of  the  Organ- 
isation Committee.  Comments  from  over  fifty  branches  had 
been  submitted. 

Mr.  D.  Sparshott  said  that  vacillation  over  the  matter 
seemed  to  have  gone  on  for  many  months.  He  did  not 
see  why  the  Organisation  Committee  could  not  have  come 
to  a  decision  and  made  a  recommendation.  Members 
generally  did  not  want  any  alteration,  or  if  they  did  every 
branch  wanted  a  different  alteration.  There  was  no  reason 
for  making  any  change  and  he  moved  that  none  should  be 
made.  Mr.  A.  Howells  seconded,  saying  it  was  obvious 
that  no  change  was  required  by  the  members.  Mr.  J.  P. 
Kerr  said  that  now  it  was  known  what  the  country  thought 
they  could  take  a  decision  at  any  time.  Mr.  K.  Holland 
said  he  would  support  that  view.  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram 
remarked  that  it  was  ungracious  to  the  branches  to  deal 
with  the  matter  in  the  off-hand  way  that  had  been  sug- 
gested, without  careful  consideration  being  given  to  their 
replies.  Mr.  Sparshott  argued  that  careful  consideration 
had  been  given.  They  had  seen  the  replies  and  the  matter 
had  been  considered  for  about  a  year.  Why  not  come  to  a 
decision  ?  He  thought  that  no  case  for  a  change  in  the 
constitution  of  the  Council  could  be  made  out  by  the 
replies  received  from  branches.  Therefore,  he  said,  it  should 
be  resolved  that  there  should  be  no  alteration  in  the  Con- 
stitution. Miss  M.  A.  Burr  supported  Mr.  Tristram.  She 
pointed  out  that  there  were  replies  still  to  come  in,  and  it 
would  be  most  discourteous  if  the  Council  did  not  take 
their  replies  into  consideration.  Mr.  K.  Jenkins  supported 
the  view  put  forward  by  Mr.  Tristram  and  Miss  Burr. 
The  matter  had  been  put  to  the  branches  in  order  to  allow 
discussion.  The  proposals  for  short-circuiting  the  whole 
process  were  absurd.  It  was  vital  that  the  branches  should 
have  their  say  and  that  the  matter  should  be  properly  dealt 
with  after  consideration. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst  said  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
Council  to  consider  the  views  of  the  branches  and  make 
a  full  report.  It  would  be  wrong  for  the  Council  to  say 
then  and  there  that  no  change  was  necessary. 

Mr.  A.  Aldington  said  that  the  reason  that  the  Organ- 
isation Committee  had  recommended  deferment  until  next 
month  was  that  they  wanted  the  matter  to  be  dealt  with 
in  a  statesmanlike  manner.  Replies  were  still  coming  in  and 
it  was  hoped  to  consider  the  whole  position  at  the  January 
meeting  of  the  Organisation  Committee.  He  was  sorry  that 
the  amendment  had  been  put. 

The  President  (Mr.  C.  W.   Maplethorpe)  said  that 
strictly  speaking  it  was  not  an  amendment  but  a  proposal 
arising  out  of  the  resolution.  The  proposal  had  been  put 
forward  and  seconded,  and  it  should  be  voted  upon. 
The  proposal  was  put  to  a  vote,  and  was  lost. 

Pharmacists  in  the  Armed  Forces 

The  Council  agreed  when  Mr.  J.  E.  Balmford  proposed 
that  a  report  be  prepared  on  the  position  of  pharmacists 
in  the  Armed  Forces,  setting  out  the  position  at  the  present 
time.  Mr.  Balmford  hoped  the  report  would  also  take  into 
account  the  position  of  pharmacists  in  the  Commonwealth 
and  N.A.T.O.  forces. 

Further  consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  to  the 
memorandum  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  proposals 
which  might  be  included  in  future  comprehensive  legisla- 


tion on  the  control  of  medicines.  A  draft  reply  to  the 
Ministry  was  examined  and  approved. 

The  President  expressed  the  Council's  appreciation  of 
the  work  carried  out  by  Mr.  Herbert  Grainger,  who  had 
been  appointed  to  the  post  of  head  of  the  technical  secre- 
tariat of  the  European  Pharmacopoeia,  at  the  Council  of 
Europe  in  Strasbourg.  Mr.  Grainger,  he  said,  had  often 
been  provocative,  occasionally  very  difficult,  but  just  be- 
cause of  that  he  had  made  a  fine  contribution  to  debates 
in  the  Council. 

Replying  Mr.  Grainger  said  that  he  was  touched  that 
such  warm  references  had  been  made  to  him.  He  had 
enjoyed  all  his  time  on  the  Council,  and  owed  a  great  deal 
to  the  opportunities  which  service  on  the  Council  had 
brought. 

Grants  Restored 

The  Council  agreed  with  an  Education  Committee  re- 
commendation that  whereas  grants  to  Schools  of  Pharmacy 
had  not  been  made  in  1964,  because  of  the  Society's  finan- 
cial situation,  and  grants  to  students  had  been  limited 
in  toto  to  £5,000,  the  expenditure  for  those  purposes  in 
1965  be  restored  to  £10,000,  the  previous  figure.  It  was 
reported  that  seventy-two  persons  had  been  registered  as 
"  student "  during  November  making  a  total  of  586  regis- 
trations for  the  current  year  compared  with  738  registra- 
tions for  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 

Particulars  had  been  received  of  a  post-graduate  course 
for  pharmacists,  organised  by  the  Department  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Sciences,  to  be  held  during  the  Easter  vacation 
from  April  18  to  22,  1966,  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy, 
University  of  London.  The  subject  of  the  course  would  be 
the  Characterisation  and  Manipulation  of  Powders,  and 
would  consist  of  lectures  and  practical  work. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  tfee  Benevolent  Fund 
Committee  revealed  that  the  names  of  nine  persons  were 
put  forward  as  Benevolent  Fund  annuitants  with  effect 
from  January  1,  1965.  In  four  cases  it  was  resolved  that 
special  grants  be  made,  two  were  to  pharmacists  and  two 
to  widows  of  pharmacists.  Grants  had  been  made  or  were 
recommended  for  ten  widows  of  members,  six  members  and 
two  orphans. 

Various  means  had  been  discussed  of  preparing  occa- 
sional and  informal  commentaries  on  Council  matters  of 
current  controversy  or  difficulty.  It  had  been  suggested 
that  the  commentary  might  take  the  form  of  an  interview 
with  the  chairman  of  a  standing  Committee.  That  had  been 
done  with  the  chairman  of  the  Ethical  Committee,  and  it 
was  recommended  that  it  should  be  published  in  the 
Society's  journal.  It  was  also  suggested  that  as  a  means  of 
conveying  further  information  to  the  membership  about 
the  Council's  work  and  policy,  similar  interviews  be 
arranged  and  published  later. 

Mr.  Sparshott  said  that  the  example  was  such  that 
if  it  were  published  it  would  not  do  the  chairman  of  the 
Ethical  Committee  much  credit.  The  answers  to  the  ques- 
tions in  the  document  were  so  debatable  that  he  felt  the 
document  would  do  Mr.  Darling  harm.  Mr.  W.  M. 
Darling  replied  that  he  was  not  concerned  whether  it 
did  him  harm  or  good.  He  was  prepared  to  stand  by  every 
statement  he  had  made.  Mr.  T.  Heseltine  pointed  out  that 
a  chairman  of  a  committee  should  speak  for  his  committee 
and  not  for  himself  personally.  Any  person  who  held 
the  rank  of  chairman  was  not  entitled  to  give  his  own 
personal  views.  He  hoped  the  document  would  never  be 
published.  Mr.  Jenkins  said  that  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  which  Mr.  Darling  was  chairman,  he  took  no 
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exception  to  any  statement  which  appeared  in  the  docu- 
ment. Anybody  who  read  it,  and  he  thought  it  a  good 
form  of  communication  between  the  Committee  and  the 
membership,  would  take  it  for  what  it  was  meant  to  be, 
and  that  was  a  report  of  an  informal  discussion.  They 
would  not  find  legalistic  arguments  in  every  phrase.  He 
considered  that  the  whole  temper  of  the  document  was 
excellent  and  would  like  to  see  the  same  sort  of  thing  con- 
tinued in  other  forms.  Mr.  Tristram  suggested  that 
Mr.  Heseltine  was  late  in  his  objection.  It  had  been  agreed 
that  the  interview  should  take  place.  Mr.  Heseltine  said 
it  had  not  been  agreed  by  the  Council.  Mr.  Tristram 
said  the  minute  read  "  It  had  been  suggested  that  to  help 
the  Committee  in  forming  an  opinion  a  specimen  contribu- 
tion should  be  prepared  reported  in  the  form  of  an  inter- 
view with  the  chairman  of  a  standing  Committee."  It  was 
too  late  to  complain.  It  was  a  useful  form  of  communica- 
tion with  the  membership,  and  Mr.  Darling  had  made  a 
good  job  of  it. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  membership  were  asking  for 
more  particulars  and  for  the  reasons  behind  Council  de- 
cisions. The  interview  was  an  experiment,  and  the  Organisa- 
tion Committee  felt  that  it  had  been  entirely  successful. 

Comments  on  Fees 

Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset,  presenting  the  minutes  of  the  meeting 
of  the  Practice  Committee,  said  that  the  general  practice 
subcommittee  had  asked  for  a  summary  of  comments  which 
had  been  received  on  the  scale  of  professional  fees  to  be 
prepared  for  consideration  at  the  next  meeting.  The  sub- 
committee on  hospital  practice  had  decided  to  hold  a  joint 
meeting  with  the  industrial  subcommittee.  Suggested  sub- 
jects for  discussion  included: — The  inauguration  of  clinical 
trials;  methods  of  introducing  new  drugs;  qualifications  of 
representatives;  availability  of  new  drugs  for  formulation 
experiments;  the  use  of  approved  and  proprietary  names; 
availability  of  information  generally  from  manufacturers. 

On  the  subject  of  the  Manpower  Report  the  subcom- 
mittee had  considered  its  implications  for  hospital  phar- 
macy and  agreed  that  a  re-appraisal  of  the  situation  was 
needed.  A  small  committee  had  been  appointed  to  co- 
ordinate the  report  with  reports  previously  submitted 
by  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  and  those  received  from 
other  sources. 

The  industrial  practice  subcommittee  had  recommended 
the  holding  of  a  joint  meeting  with  the  general  practice 
subcommittee  to  discuss  the  recent  statement  by  the  Coun- 
cil on  sales  promotion  methods. 

The  Law  Committee  minutes  showed  that  during  October 
the  premises  of  697  authorised  sellers  and  of  286  traders 
had  been  visited  by  the  Society's  inspectors  or  agents.  The 
Committee  had  considered  the  result  of  the  appeal  in  the 
Society  v.  Sangers,  Ltd.,  case  (see  C.  &  D.,  November  28, 
p.  541).  It  was  noted  that  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  had  indi- 
cated that  if  it  were  desired  to  limit  sales  of  poisons  by 
wholesalers,  it  could  be  done  by  an  addition  to  the  Poisons 
Rules.  The  Committee  had  recommended  that  a  submission 
be  made  to  the  Poisons  Board  requesting  that  the  Poisons 
Rules  be  amended  so  as  to  make  it  unlawful  for  a  whole- 
saler to  sell  a  poison  to  anyone  who  at  the  time  of  sale 
was  unable  lawfully  to  resell  the  poison. 

Eight  cases  of  alleged  infringements  under  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act  1933  and  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act 
1956  had  been  submitted.  It  was  recommended  that  pro- 
ceedings be  instituted  against  two  authorised  sellers  and 
six  traders. 

The  Ethical  Committee  reported  that  following  considera- 
tion of  an  advertisement  for  the  100-size  of  Aspro  tablets, 
the  managing  director  and  other  officials  of  the  company 
had  been  seen  and  the  Council's  views  concerning  induce- 
ments to  the  public  to  purchase  medicines  in  excessive 
quantities  explained  to  them. 

In  two  cases  where  window  posters  of  a  blatant  character 
relating  to  pric  ;-cutting  were  displayed  it  was  reported  that 


the  pharmacists  concerned  had  failed  to  comply  with  the 
Society's  request  for  their  removal.  The  Ethical  Committee 
asked  that  letters  be  sent  to  the  pharmacists  reiterating 
the  Council's  views  and  requesting  the  removal  of  the 
posters.  Five  cases  of  infringements  of  advertising  standards 
were  reported.  In  three  cases  the  pharmacists  concerned 
had  agreed  to  withdraw  the  advertisement.  In  another  case 
it  was  decided  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  pharmacist  to 
the  recommendations  in  the  Report  on  the  General  Practice 
of  Pharmacy  relating  to  the  use  of  restricted  titles  in 
advertisements. 

In  a  further  case,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  phar- 
macist concerned  had  not  replied  to  a  letter  from  the 
Society  commenting  upon  a  newspaper  advertisement,  the 
Committee  asked  that  the  member  be  invited  to  call  at 
the  office  to  discuss  the  matter. 

It  was  reported  that  the  Society  had  been  approached 
in  respect  of  a  scheme  whereby  a  manufacturer  would 
issue  samples  of  pastifles  to  pharmacists  for  distribution 
at  their  discretion.  The  Committee  asked  that  the  company 
be  informed  of  the  Council's  views  on  the  sampling  of 
medicines  and  told  that  objection  would  be  taken  if  the 
scheme  were  put  in  hand. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 

The  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  were  presented 
by  the  president.  It  was  reported  that  the  Council  of  the 
Society  had  felt  that  there  should  be  a  permanent  adminis- 
trative link  between  the  two  bodies  and  for  that  reason 
the  Council  had  proposed  the  appointment  of  Mr.  D.  F. 
Lewis  (assistant  secretary  of  the  Society),  as  secretary  to 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference.  The  appointment 
would  be  notified  by  an  alteration  to  the  Rules  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  in  Cardiff,  but  it  could  take  effect  immedi- 
ately on  an  informal  basis.  The  Executive  asked  that  a 
letter  be  sent  to  the  Council  accepting  the  proposal  and 
expressing  the  appreciation  of  the  Executive. 

The  chairman  of  the  Local  Committee  (Mr.  J.  Edwards) 
reported  that  arrangements  for  the  Cardiff  Conference, 
1965,  were  well  advanced  and  that  a  full  programme  had 
been  arranged. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland 

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 

A  SUGGESTION  that  the  licence  fee  be  increased  from 
*V  £3  3s.  to  £5  5s.  a  year  was  now  being  considered,  stated 
Mr.  W.  Gorman  (secretary),  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland 
held  in  Belfast  on  November  19.  Mr.  Gorman  was  reporting 
on  discussions  with  the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  on  the 
financial  position  of  the  Society.  The  Council  agreed  that 
members  who  had  not  paid  their  annual  fee  by  December 
12  should  have  their  names  removed  from  the  Society's 
register.  Mr.  W.  Gorman,  pointed  out  that  forty  members 
had  not  yet  paid. 

An  application  from  Mr.  C.  J.  C.  Irvine,  Wallace  Avenue, 
Lisburn,  who  had  recently  returned  from  Rhodesia,  seeking 
to  have  his  name  restored  to  the  register  was  accepted. 

The  Joint  Nursing  and  Midwives  Council  for  Northern 
Ireland  having  informed  the  Council  that  it  had  agreed  to 
midwives  obtaining  Syntometrine  for  use  in  the  management 
of  labour,  the  Council  agreed  to  instruct  members  that 
midwives  should  now  be  supplied  with  the  drug  on  request 

A  plea  for  a  "  reasonable  attendance  "  at  a  forthcoming 
series  of  six  lectures  for  practising  pharmacists  beginning 
early  in  the  New  Year  was  made  by  the  president  (Mr. 
N.  C.  Cooper). 

Mr.  Cooper  welcomed  Mr.  J.  D.  Pollock,  a  representative 
of  the  wholesale  trade,  to  his  first  Council  meeting,  and  Mr. 
W.  P.  Ewart  on  his  return  after  a  recent  illness.

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Pharmacy  as  a  Reflection  of  Cultures 

EVIDENCES  OF  INTERACTION  AT  ALL  PERIODS  OF  HISTORY 


THAT  pharmacy  reflects  the  cultural 
forces  at  work  in  any  society  at  a 
given  time  was  the  theme  of  an  ad- 
dress by  Professor  D.  L.  Cowen 
(professor  of  history,  Rutgers  State 
University,  U.SA.)  at  an  evening  meet- 
ing of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
London,  November  25.  If  the  historian 
were  seeking  to  illuminate,  for  example, 
the  puritan  revolt  in  England  in  the 
mid-seventeenth  century,  he  could  find 
in  the  prefatory  material  to  Nicholas 
Culpeper's  translation  of  the  London 
Pharmacopoeia,  religious  and  political 
undertones :  the  "  spleen  of  a  round- 
head "  splattered  throughout  the  work. 
Similarly  the  so-called  Lititz  Pharma- 
copoeia, the  first  native  North  Ameri- 
can work  of  its  kind,  bore  vivid  wit- 
ness, with  its  small  size  and  content, 
its  resort  to  cider  vinegar  for  wine 
vinegar,  lard  for  olive  oil,  baked  bread 
water  for  barley  water,  to  the  im- 
poverished state  of  Washington's  re- 
volutionary army  in  1778.  It  was  also 
an  excellent  illustration  of  the  transfer 
of  British  culture  across  the  Atlantic, 
for  its  compiler  (Dr.  William  Brown) 
had  been  educated  in  Edinburgh  and 
had  based  his  work  on  various  British 
pharmacopoeias. 

Virtually  Inseparable 

The  history  of  pharmacy  and  the 
history  of  medicine  had  been  virtually 
inseparable  until  relatively  recent  times. 
Primitive  materia  medica  had  been 
botanical,  illustrating  perhaps  the 
closeness  of  primitive  man  to  the 
"  state  of  nature,"  and  magical,  ritualis- 
tic, mystic — exclusive  to  the  priest 
medicine-man.  In  the  civilisations  of 
Egypt  and  Mesopotamia  medicine  and 
pharmacy  had  made  great  strides.  Much 
was  retained  of  exorcism,  but  a  great 
deal  was  introduced  that  was  sugges- 
tive of  a  scientific  spirit.  The  number 
of  drugs  used,  systematised,  and  re- 
corded in  papyri  and  clay  tablets  was 
astounding.  Many  had  survived  for 
three  millenia  and  some  were  still  to 
be  found  in  modern  pharmacopoeias. 
Specialists  appeared  who  prepared, 
others  who  sold,  drugs.  Ancient  phar- 
macy and  medicine  were  in  accord 
with  the  religious  and  theocratic  foun- 
dations of  ancient  civilisation.  Disease 
was  thought  of  as  a  divine  punishment 
and  healing  as  a  process  of  purification 
or  catharsis. 

In  the  individualistic  society  of  the 
ancient  Hellenic  Greeks,  concerned  as 
it  was  with  liberty,  aesthetics,  and  specu- 
lation, philosophers  flourished.  They 
were  concerned  with  understanding  the 
world  of  nature  and  sought  a  single 
unifying  principle  that  would  explain 
all  phenomena.  Thales  thought  that  the 
unifying  principle  was  water;  his  fol- 
lowers selected  instead  air,  fire,  or 
earth.  Those  four,  grouped,  became  the 
"  Aristotelian  "  elements  and  for  many 
centuries  formed  the  theoretical  basis 
of  physics,  chemistry,  and  medicine. 
Another  Hellenic  concept  was  harmony, 
and  it  was  therefore  not  difficult  for 
Empedocles  to  theorise  that  the  health 
of  the  body  was  dependent  upon  a 


harmony  of  the  four  elements.  From 
that  had  grown  the  Hippocratic  theory 
that  the  first  requirement  of  medical 
treatment  was  to  purify  the  body  from 
its  illness-producing  humours.  That 
gave  the  key  to  the  role  of  pharmacy 
in  the  scheme,  for  the  medicaments 
named  in  the  writings  of  the  Hippo- 
cratic school  abounded  with  purga- 
tives, sudorifics,  emetics,  and  enemas. 
The  system  was  essentially  rational, 
no  matter  how  erroneous  some  of  its 
assumptions.  Among  the  Greeks  it  had 
been  handled  with  moderation,  clini- 
cal and  dietic  attention  to  the  indi- 
vidual patient  being  treated  as  more 
essential  than  attention  to  rules. 

Roman  society,  essentially  materialis- 
tic and  extrovertive,  was  more  inter- 
ested in  organisation  than  in  creative- 
ness  and  speculation.  That  was  shown 
in  its  pharmacy  and  medicine.  The 
De  Medicina "  of  Celsus,  who  was 
not  even  a  physician,  was  a  systemisa- 
tion  of  the  Hellenic  medicine.  Even 
more  characteristically,  Galen  made  the 
humoral  theory  of  Hippocrates  a 
stringent  "  rule,"  not  only  of  medicine, 
but  also  of  pharmacology.  Galen's 
materia  medica  was  arranged  on  the 
basis  of  the  degree  of  dryness,  heat, 
moisture  or  cold  that  a  particular  drug 
would  develop  in  the  body,  each  of 
the  humours  carrying  attributes  of  one 
of  the  four  basic  elements. 

The  work  of  Dioscorides  had  shown 
that,  even  among  the  Romans  there  had 
been  some  creativity,  although  even  he 
had  been  mainly  concerned  with  cate- 
gorising. 

The  Middle  Ages 

The  Middle  Ages,  though  not  so 
abysmally  dark  and  ignorant  as  used 
to  be  thought,  brought  a  static  society, 
provincial  in  outlook,  otherworldly  in 
aspirations,  and  authoritarian.  Under 
its  credulous,  unquestioning  acceptance 
of  authority  Galen  and  Dioscorides  re- 
mained the  constant  guides  in  the 
practice  of  medicine  and  pharmacy. 
European  medicine  and  pharmacy  of 
the  Middle  Ages  also  owed  much, 
however,  to  the  Saracenic  civilisation 
which  began  in  the  seventh  century 
A.D.  The  cosmopolitanism  of  that 
civilisation  was  shown  in  the  facts 
that  Mesue,  Sen.,  was  a  Nestorian 
Christian,  Rhazes  and  Avicenna  were 
Persians,  the  Arabs  Albucasis  and  Ibn- 
al-Baitar  worked  in  Spain,  and  the 
Jew  Maimonides  worked  in  Spain  and 
Egypt.  The  transmission  of  Hellenic 
culture  from  the  Greek  to  the  Arabic 
to  the  Latin — long  before  the  Renais- 
sance— was  likewise  reflected  in  medi- 
cine and  pharmacy.  The  great  scientific 
accomplishments  of  the  civilisation 
were  to  be  found  in  the  pharmaceutical 
and  chemical  works;  the  encyclopaedia 
of  Albucasis,  for  example,  first  of  its 
kind  in  Arabic  Spain,  was  largely  phar- 
maceutical. The  Arabs  introduced  into 
Europe  the  pharmacy  shop,  and  an 
Arabic  work,  the  Grabadin  of  the 
pseudo-Mesue,  was  said  to  be  in  use 
in  practically  every  pharmacy  in  Europe 
in  the  late  Middle  Ages. 


In  the  period  1000-1300  A.D.  there 
developed  in  most  of  Europe  a  town 
economy  based  on  guilds.  In  France 
at  one  time  apothecaries  belonged  to 
almost  200  guilds.  About  half  of  them 
were  restricted  to  apothecaries,  but 
more  often  the  apothecaries  were  asso- 
ciated with  physicians,  surgeons,  mer- 
chants, spicers  or  grocers.  In  England 
the  pattern  was  similar,  as  a  recent 
study  by  Dr.  Whittet  had  shown. 
In  the  Renaissance  period  European 
civilisation  took  on  a  varied  character; 
one  aspect  being  a  reawakened  inter- 
est in  antiquity  and  the  classics,  an- 
other a  new  individualistic,  egotistic, 
hedonistic  approach  to  life,  critical  of 
authority.  Both  aspects  were  reflected 
in  the  medicine  and  pharmacy  of  the 
age.  The  printing,  as  early  as  1478, 
of  Celsus'  "  De  Medicina  "  dissemina- 
ted the  old  Graeco-Roman  medicine 
and  pharmacy.  Nicholas  Culpeper,  in 
adding  a  "  Key  to  Galen  and  Hippo- 
crates "'  to  his  translation  of  the  Lon- 
don Pharmacopoeia  in  1651,  was  also 
exemplifying  the  interest  in  the  classi- 
cal world.  The  second  aspect  of  the 
Renaissance  could  be  symbolised  by 
Phillipus  Theophrastus  Bombastus  von 
Hohenheim  (1493-1541)  —  traveller, 
philosopher,  social  theorist,  astrologer, 
alchemist,  physician,  rabble-rouser  and 
self-styled  friend  of  necromancers  and 
witches.  Von  Hohenheim  assumed  the 
name  of  Paracelsus,  egotistically  claim- 
ing superiority  to  the  great  Celsus, 
whose  work  was  then  so  popular.  The 
real  contribution  of  Paracelsus  lay  in 
his  rejection  of  authority:  he  opposed 
the  humoral  pathology  of  the  ancients, 
and  is  reported  to  have  publicly  burned 
the  works  of  Galen  and  Avicenna. 
Paracelsus  introduced  the  concept  of 
the  body  as  a  chemical  laboratory  and 
advocated  the  internal  use  of  chemi- 
cals. Many  tinctures,  essences,  quin- 
tessences and  extracts  in  pharmacy 
owed  their  introduction  to  him,  as  did 
other,  more  truly  chemical,  medica- 
ments. 

The  Renaissance 

The  Renaissance  (1650-1750)  brought 
in  ideas  of  rationalism,  sensationalism, 
and  mechanism,  leading  to  religious 
scepticism,  political  and  economic  re- 
volution, and  a  new  age  of  science. 
In  that  age,  it  seemed  to  the  speaker, 
pharmacy  did  not  reflect  the  spirit  of 
the  times.  Quite  late  in  that  period, 
for  example,  the  Edinburgh  Pharma- 
copoeia continued  to  list  among  the 
simples  the  blood,  urine,  fat,  milk, 
cranium  and  mummy  of  man.  Modern 
physics,  chemistry  and  botany  devel- 
oped in  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
centuries.  In  that  development  phar- 
macy both  played  a  part  and  was 
itself  greatly  altered.  The  pharmacist 
(as  Matthews  had  recently  pointed  out) 
having  for  a  long  time  dealt  with  the 
substances  of  nature  and  used  the 
tools  and  processes  of  the  new  sciences, 
turned  to  the  sciences — first  natural 
history  in  general  and  botany  in  par- 
ticular, later  to  chemistry.  Important 
botanical  gardens  in  Italy,  France  and 
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Great  Britain  were  instituted  and  opera- 
ted by  apothecaries.  Not  surprisingly 
the  apothecary,  especially  the  British 
apothecary,  played  a  distinguished  role 
in  the  development  of  the  science  of 
botany.  In  Pulteney's  eighteenth  cen- 
tury survey  of  British  botany  would  be 
found  the  names  of  Thomas  Johnson, 
John  Parkinson,  James  Petiver,  Samuel 
Doody,  Samuel  Dale  and  William  Wat- 
son and  others,  all  apothecaries. 
Watson,  later  to  become  Sir  William, 
also  gained  fame  for  his  work  with 
electricity,  and  that  curious  gentleman 
James  Petiver  had  had  an  outstanding 
collection  of  animal,  mineral,  as  well 
as  vegetable  specimens.  In  chemistry, 
pharmacy  played  an  even  more  direct 
role,  though  continental  rather  than 
British  pharmacists  made  the  chief 
contributions.  Scheele,  with  oxygen  and 
the  halogens;  Dobereiner,  with  the 
grouping  of  the  elements;  Klaproth, 
with  the  discovery  of  uranium,  zir- 
conium and  cerium,  and  the  work  of 
Sertiirner,  Pelletier  and  Caventou  in 
the  vegetable  alkaloids  were  examples. 
In  the  other  direction  the  impact 


of  the  new  science  on  pharmacy  was 
evident  from  the  pharmacopeias  of 
the  last  part  of  the  eighteenth  century. 
First  came  the  cleansing  of  the  materia 
medica.  The  old  animal  simples  were 
eliminated,  the  vegetable  simples 
greatly  reduced  in  number,  and  new 
chemical  drugs  added.  The  new  scien- 
tific nomenclature,  both  chemical  and 
botanical,  was  next  adopted.  Quantita- 
tive chemistry  was  introduced  and 
standardisation  and  assaying  became 
possible. 

The  nineteenth  and  present  cen- 
turies had  been  characterised  as  an 
age  of  science.  Anyone  who  had 
watched  the  growth  of  pharmacognosy, 
pharmacology  and  toxicology,  or  par- 
ticipated in  the  growth  of  academic 
pharmaceutical  education,  knew  that 
pharmacy  had  both  benefited  from  the 
general  course  of  scientific  development 
and  contributed  to  it.  Was  there  better 
evidence  than  the  rapidity  with  which 
the  sulphonamides,  hormone  deriva- 
tives, antibiotics,  tranquillisers  and 
other  drugs  had  been  developed  in 
a  single  generation  ?    Today's  civilisa- 


tion was  materialistic,  hedonistic,  with 
a  frenetic  quality  about  it.  What  bet- 
ter evidence  than  in  the  tremendous 
demand  for  soporific,  stimulant  and 
tranquillising  drugs  ? 

Pharmacy  changed  under  the  impact 
of  science  and  technology,  and  the 
pharmacist  fought  the  process  as  best 
he  could  in  the  nineteenth  century. 
The  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  for 
one  edition  at  least,  had  forbidden 
the  inclusion  of  any  patented  chemical 
in  a  vain  attempt  to  encourage  the 
pharmacist  to  do  his  own  manufactur- 
ing. But  the  economy,  the  improve- 
ments in  standardisation  and  quality, 
the  great  potential  of  synthetics,  and 
the  research  abilities  of  the  large  phar- 
maceutical house,  had  transferred  what 
used  to  be  the  function  of  the  pharma- 
cist in  his  little  laboratory  to  the 
huge  manufacturing  plant  and  research 
institute.  It  might  not  now  take  too 
much  ingenuity  to  turn  any  prescrip- 
tion counter  into  a  huge  machine 
operated  by  the  newest  devices  of  auto- 
mation and  with  prescriptions  fed  into 
it  electronically. 


Ulster  Chemists'  Association 

ANNUAL  MEETING  IN  BELFAST 


ADDRESSING  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association  held 
in  Belfast  on  November  18  the  presi- 
dent (Mrs.  A.  S.  G.  Watson)  said  they 
had  been  thrust  into  a  situation  fraught 
with  grave  dangers  to  their  economic 
position.  As  the  law  now  stood,  it  was 
illegal  for  a  group  of  traders  to  enter 
into  an  agreement  to  maintain  a  certain 
price  structure.  What  constituted  the 
offence  was  the  "  agreement "  and  not 
the  means  of  arriving  at  it.  There  was 
still  nothing  to  prevent  each  individual 
from  fixing  his  own  retail  price.  It 
seemed  a  reflection  on  British  justice 
that  the  distributive  trader  was  no 
longer  permitted  to  protect  his  interests 
and  livelihood  by  agreeing  with  his  fel- 
lows as  a  group  to  charge  the  same  price 
— no  matter  how  low  or  reasonable — 
for  the  same  commodity,  on  the  grounds 
that  the  public  must  be  safeguarded 
against  conspiracies  and  price-fixing 
rings.  However,  members  had  to  deal 
with  the  problem  as  it  stood. 

Strong  Case  for  Exemption 

Pharmacists'  costs  and  the  special 
service  they  rendered  to  the  public 
through  the  National  Health  Service 
presented  a  strong  case  for  the  exemp- 
tion of  medicinal  substances  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  but  they  would 
not  know,  until  the  Restrictive  Prac- 
tices Court  had  heard  the  various  cases 
put  forward,  whether  exemption  would 
be  forthcoming.  They  might  hope  so, 
for  even  Mr.  Heath  had  said  he 
thought  chemists  were  in  a  special  cate- 
gory. Meanwhile  they  could  recognise 
and  cultivate  their  friends,  the  manu- 
facturers who  had  registered  to  claim 
exemption  for  their  products  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Act.  They  could  also 
put  into  practice  the  plan  that  had 
provided  the  basis  of  the  executive 
committee's   work   through   the  year. 

The  main  features  of  the  plan  were 
so  to  manage  affairs  as  to  achieve 


a  margin  of  331  per  cent.,  and  to  im- 
prove the  pharmacist's  public  relations 
so  that  the  community  recognised  phar- 
macists as  the  only  fit  and  proper 
persons  to  control  the  distribution 
of  medicinal  substances.  Mrs.  Wat- 
son reminded  members  that  the  Asso- 
ciation's bulletins,  which  were  drafted 
with  great  care,  contained  confidential 
material,  and  should  not  be  shown  to 
anyone  not  engaged  in  retail  pharmacy. 
Any  security  they  had  in  their  present 
situation  rested  in  professionalism, 
which  must  be  fostered. 

Self-Improvement  Exercises 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Nor- 
thern Ireland  had  a  programme  that 
should  help  members  in  their  self-im- 
provement exercises.  She  understood 
that  the  Society  would  be  organising 
refresher  courses  and  the  first  series  of 
talks  would  begin  fairly  soon.  A  work- 
ing committee  on  the  future  of  phar- 
macy was  being  set  up,  and  the  U.C.A. 
executive  had  been  invited  to  appoint 
two  members  to  serve  for  several  years 
so  as  to  preserve  continuity.  The  repre- 
sentatives who  had  been  appointed 
were  Mr.  Wellwood  and  herself. 

The  Association  was  proposing  to  set 
up  a  marketing  committee,  which  would 
look  into  everything  including  bulk 
and  co-operative  buying,  to  help  the 
chemist  to  meet  competition  effectively 
and  yet  retain  his  necessary  profit  mar- 
gins and  his  professional  character.  It 
was  hoped  that  members  would  have 
suggestions  to  offer.  To  any  who 
thought  that  pharmacists'  public  image 
was  endangered  by  charging  more  than 
another  type  of  retailer  for  a  com- 
modity Mrs.  Watson  suggested  that 
the  image  was  unlikely  to  be  improved 
if  different  pharmacists  charged  differ- 
ent prices  for  the  same  commodity. 

A  palliative  for  some  of  their  ills 
had  been  found  in  the  sponsored  pro- 
ducts of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 


Union.  Chemists  who  had  gone  over  to 
them  in  preference  to  other  makes  had 
been  rewarded  for  their  enterprise. 
The  products  were  quality  goods  of 
guaranteed  standard  at  a  reasonable 
price  and  were  available  only  to  inde- 
pendent pharmacists. 

A  Busy  Year 

The  year  under  review  had  been  an 
exceptionally  busy  one.  All  the  efforts 
of  the  executive  had  had  a  long- 
delayed  success  or  none.  Pharmaceu- 
tical difficulties  that  were  nation-wide 
demanded  a  policy  of  close  co-opera- 
tion and  news-exchange  with  colleagues 
in  Scotland,  England  and  Eire,  and  that 
was  being  continued  by  the  committee. 

Accompanied  by  Mr.  Wellwood,  said 
Mrs.  Watson,  she  had  attended  the 
January  series  of  N.P.U.  meetings  in 
London,  where  they  had  presented  the 
U.C.A.  executives'  views  on  a  variety  of 
topics.  In  January  also,  the  Association 
had  submitted  the  employers'  case  to  the 
Tribunal  of  Arbitration  on  Salaries  and 
Conditions  of  Employment  after  having 
failed  to  reach  agreement  with  the 
representatives  of  the  associates'  section 
in  joint  council.  In  February  the  Asso- 
ciation had  sponsored  a  meeting  at 
which  members  had  been  able  to  meet 
personally  the  members  of  the  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee,  have  their 
questions  answered  directly,  and  get 
misunderstandings  cleared  up.  The  sud- 
den death  on  March  4  of  Mr.  C. 
Gordon-Rattie,  a  past  president  of  the 
Association,  had  been  an  irreparable 
loss.  To  Mr.  J.  Brown,  his  successor, 
she  expressed  thanks  and  appreciation. 

In  March  it  had  become  necessary 
to  appoint  a  new  assistant  secretary 
owing  to  the  resignation  of  Miss  Wylie 
and  they  had  been  fortunate  in  secur- 
ing the  services  of  Miss  Smyth  with 
whom  they  hoped  to  have  long  and 
happy  association.  In  April  the  execu- 
tive had  had  profitable  discussion  with 
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members  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association 
on  topics  of  mutual  interest.  At  that 
meeting  the  idea  of  sending  a  letter  to 
members  on  the  subject  of  an  improved 
public  image  had  originated.  A  request 
from  Tondon  for  extra  copies  of  the 
letter  was  proof  that  the  N.P.U.  was 
interested  in  U.C.A.  activities.  In  May 
there  had  been  another  successful 
U.C.A.  conference  in  Portrush.  From 
the  discussions  there  had  come  two 
proposals  that  had  since  been  imple- 
mented:— (1)  To  set  up  an  advisory 
bureau  to  help  pharmacists'  families 
at  a  sudden  illness  or  death.  (2)  To 
examine  the  possibility  of  establishing 
a  five-day  week  and  observing  more 
bank  holidays.  An  interim  report 
would  be  given  later.  The  Association's 
action  committee  had  visited  the  East 
Down  Chemists'  Association  in  March 
and  found  it  thriving. 

She  asked  members  living  outside 
Belfast  to  be  regular  attenders  at  local 
association  meetings,  to  keep  in  touch 
with  other  members,  and  if  necessary  to 
ask  the  secretary  to  call  a  meeting  now 
and  then. 

A  record  number  of  subcommittee 
meetings  of  the  U.C.A.  had  been  held. 
She  thanked  members  of  the  committee 
for  their  support,  especially  the  vice- 
president  (Mr.  J.  C.  Wellwood),  trea- 
surer, auditors  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilks. 

No  new  candidates  having  been 
nominated  for  election  to  the  executive 
committee,  the  president  declared  the 
following  eight  retiring  members  re- 
elected for  a  further  period  of  three 
years: — Mrs.  A.  S.  G.  Watson,  Messrs. 
H.  S.  Anderson,  W.  H.  Boyd,  H.  Dona- 
ghey,  J.  Knox,  W.  C.  Magee,  M.  C. 
Mooney,  T.  I.  O'Rourke. 

Five-day  Week 

After  the  president's  address  the 
possibility  of  introducing  a  five-day 
week  for  pharmacists  was  discussed. 
The  president  said  that  in  two  towns 
— Lisburn  and  Newtownards — chemists 
had  fallen  in  with  the  arrangements  of 


the  chamber  of  trade  whereby  all  shops 
closed  for  a  full  day  instead  of  the 
normal  half-holiday.  A  rota  service 
during  the  morning  had  been  provided 
by  one  chemist  in  each  town,  and  so 
far  the  experiment  had  proved  success- 
ful. Other  towns  had  since  desired  to 
follow  suit.  The  executive  committee 
had  sent  out  a  questionnaire  on  the 
subject,  but  only  54  per  cent,  of  mem- 
bers had  replied.  That  was  insufficient 
to  give  the  committee  a  clear  picture  of 
members'  wishes,  though  enough  to 
permit  investigation.  Of  those  who  had 
replied  86  per  cent,  were  in  favour  of, 
and  14  per  cent,  against,  the  five-day 
week.  All  were  in  favour  of  St.  Pat- 
rick's Day,  Whit  Monday  and  August 
bank  holidays.  Mr.  D.  Moore,  Down- 
patrick,  felt  that  pharmacists  should 
not  be  dependent  on  other  traders,  who 
were  not  bound  to  be  present  all  the 
time  their  premises  were  open,  and  they 
should  act  independently  on  that  issue. 
That  sentiment  was  endorsed  by 
Messrs.   B.   J.   Deeny,  Downpatrick.

and  G.  Young,  Belfast.  Mr.  M.  W. 
Henderson,  Belfast,  was  unable  to 
agree  because,  he  said,  chemists  had 
the  trading  aspect  to  watch  as  well  as 
the  professional  and  he  felt  it  would 
be  wrong  to  have  pharmacies  closed 
while  other  traders  were  open  to  supply 
many  medicinal  items.  He  thought  it 
would  be  difficult  satisfactorily  to 
arrange  a  five-day  week  in  Belfast  while 
at  the  present  time  not  all  members 
observed  the  agreed  closing  hour.  The 
president  replied  that  those  factors 
had  been  considered  and  it  was  felt 
that,  if  the  local  associations  could  be 
revived  in  the  city,  many  difficulties 
could  be  ironed  out.  Mr.  W.  H.  Boyd, 
Belfast,  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
new  arrangement  could  only  be  brought 
in  gradually  by  agreement  in  one  area 
at  a  time  and  he  appealed  for  unity 
among  members  on  closing  hours. 

Mr.  N.  C.  Cooper  (president,  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Northern  Ire- 
land) said  he  had  listened  with  interest 
to  the  discussion.  The  chamber  of 
trade  had  stated  that  it  had  been  forced 
into  the  five-day  week  because  of  staff 
difficulties.  Concerning  the  future  of 
pharmacy,  he  felt  that  the  question 
should  be  asked.  "  Do  we  consider 
pharmacy  as  a  money-making 
machine  ?  "  If  so,  they  should  enter 
the  supermarket,  but  how  could  they 
then  ask  the  Government  for  a  profes- 
sional fee  ?  If  students  were  to  be 
attracted  into  pharmacy  they  must  be 
offered  some  professional  life.  The 
whole  future  lay  in  unity. 

Mr.  I.  K.  McGregor  reported  on 
the  work  done  by  the  action  committee 
during  the  year. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  president  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  J.  G.  Stinson,  who 
mentioned  the  many  instructive  and 
well-informed  talks  Mrs.  Watson  had 
given.  He  hoped  the  Association  would 
have  the  benefit  of  her  services  on  the 
executive  committee  for  a  long  time  to 
come.  The  motion  was  carried  with 
acclamation. 


Preservatives  and  Antioxidants 


First  paper  at  the  afternoon  session, 
at  which  Professor  E.  Shotton  (school 
of  pharmacy,  University  of  London) 
was  in  the  chair,  was  "  Preservation  of 
Shampoos,"  by  D.  M.  Bryce  and  R. 
Smart  (standards  division,  Boots  Pure 
Drug  Co.,  Ltd.).  The  authors  attribu- 
ted the  difficulty  experienced  in  pre- 
serving shampoos  to  the  effect  of 
micellar  solubilisation.  In  some  com- 
mercial products  high  microbial  counts 
indicated  lack  of  appreciation  of  the 
preservative  problem.  A  noteworthy 
preservative  was  formaldehyde  in  con- 
centrations up  to  0-05  per  cent.,  but  it 
was  volatile,  odorous,  reactive  and 
liable  to  polymerise.  "  At  best  it  dis- 
appears in  course  of  time,  at  worst  it 
reacts  with  some  ingredients."  Brono- 
pol  (2-bromo-2-nitropropane  1,3-diol.), 
which  was  active  in  the  presence  of 
anionic  and  non-anionic  surfactant 
micelles,  appeared  to  have  some  appli- 
cation in  the  shampoo  field. 

Dr.  G.  Whitehouse  (Pfizer,  Ltd.) 
asked  Mr.  Bryce,  who  had  presented

the  paper,  to  comment  on  the  bacteri- 
cidal properties  of  bronopol  in  acid 
and  alkaline  media,  and  the  reply  was 
that  in  the  acid  state  no  breakdown 
tc  formaldehyde  was  known.  To  some 
extent,  bronopol  had  phenolic  pro- 
perties. When  bases  were  present 
nascent  formaldehyde  was  produced. 

Dr.  H.  S.  Bean  (school  of  pharmacy, 
Chelsea  College  of  Science  and  Tech- 
nology) presented  a  paper  on  "  Activity 
of  Antibacterials  in  Two-phase  Sys- 
tems," prepared  by  him  in  collabora- 
tion with  S.  M.  Heman-Ackah  and 
I.  Thomas.  Bactericides  in  oil  /water 
systems  were  partitioned  between  the 
two  phases,  the  concentration  in  the 
aqueous  phase  being  controlled  by 
overall  concentration  and  oil:  water 
ratio.  The  antibacterial  activity  of  the 
systems  was  determined  both  by  those 
factors  and  by  the  enhanced  concen- 
tration of  bactericide  at  the  oil /water 
interface.  A  change  in  temperature  of 
the  dispersions  changed  their  antibac- 
terial activity.  Many  factors  influenced 


the  effectiveness  of  a  preservative  in 
any  formulation,  and  the  conclusion 
must  be  drawn  that  it  was  futile  to 
spend  time  and  labour  formulating  a 
cream,  and  then  add  an  ad  hoc  con- 
centration of  a  preservative.  The  for- 
mulation must  take  into  account  from 
the  start  both  physical  and  microbio- 
logical stability. 

Mr.  S.  A.  Hill  (Pfizer,  Ltd.)  com- 
mented on  the  significant  statistical 
effect  of  the  partition  coefficients  in 
the  two-phase  system.  In  emulsions  the 
interface  ratio  might  become  even  more 
important.  Dr.  Bean  replied  that  it 
was  difficult  at  present  to  see  how  all 
the  factors,  such  as  the  presence  of  the 
organism,  the  emulgent  and  the  bacteri- 
cide, acted  at  the  interface.  The  oil : 
water  ratio  and  the  partition  coefficient 
might  control  the  activity  of  the  bac- 
tericide. 

Dr.  Boehm  commented  that  some  of 
the  results  quoted  were  not  in  accor- 
dance with  experiments  elsewhere,  but 
Dr.  Bean  thought  the  observations  not 
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very  different:  it  was  a  matter  of 
interpretation.  In  the  experiments  quo- 
ted the  organisms  were  not  dry  and 
the  water  present  had  an  effect  on  the 
interface  ratio. 

Dr.  N.  D.  Harris  (Chelsea  College 
of  Science  and  Technology)  said  he 
had  not  met  any  technique  capable  of 
deciding  true  bacterial  activity  in  oils. 
One  member  present  said  he  had  car- 
ried out  experiments  with  Staphylococ- 
cus aureous  in  arachis  oil,  the  method 
being  to  spray  a  suspension  of  the 
bacteria  on  to  an  oil-coated  membrane 
filter,  washing  with  a  solution  of  poly- 
ethylene glycol.  That  method  had 
yielded  dry  organism  in  the  oil.  Mr. 
Andrews  suggested  that  partition  co- 
efficient, though  important,  was  not 
the  only  factor  to  consider.  He  had  not 
found  serial  dilution  methods  to  give 
results  that  could  be  related  to  final 
packages,  and  the  eight-hour  tests  could 
not  even  approximate  conditions  nor- 
mally met  with  in  practice.  Dr.  Bean 
thought  it  would  always  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  field  trials  on  the  final  pro- 
duct. When  looking  for  a  preservative, 
it  was  useful  to  make  up,  for  test  pur- 
poses, a  simple  oil-and-water  prepara- 
tion with  the  preservative.  Work  was 
in  hand  using  indicators  that  enabled 
changes  to  be  detected  more  quickly 
than  by  usual  laboratory  methods. 
Mrs.  D.  L.  Wedderburn  (Unilever 
Research  Laboratory,  Isleworth)  had 
found  the  only  way  to  test  products 
was  "  by  inoculating  and  following  the 
count  over  a  long  period,"  thus  ascer- 
taining whether  the  organism  became 
adapted  to  the  medium. 

Dr.  Coppock  said  that  in  food  tech- 
nique experiments  workers  had  some- 
times been  misled  by  using  freeze- 
dried  organisms.  He  would  prefer 
investigations  by  classical  methods. 

A  Warning  and  an  Appeal 

Supporting  Mrs.  Wedderburn,  Mr. 
G.  Sykes  (Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.) 
said  that  microbiologists  should  not  be 
rushed  during  product  testing.  Long- 
term  investigations  were  the  only  way 
to  determine  whether  products  were 
adequately  preserved.  Mr.  Glausiusz 
appealed  to  pharmacists  and  food  tech- 
nicians to  pool  their  resources  to 
ascertain  "  how  preservatives  pre- 
served." 

The  paper  by  Mrs.  Doreen  L.  Wed- 
derburn (Unilever  research  laboratory) 
on  "  Hygiene  in  Manufacturing  Plant 
and  its  Effect  on  the  Preservation  of 
Emulsions,"  said  that  emulsions  which, 
in  normal  circumstances,  were  ade- 
quately preserved  against  microbial 
decomposition,  could  and  often  did 
break  down  when  unusually  large 
numbers  of  micro-organisms  were  acci- 
dentally introduced.  Excessive  contami- 
nation frequently  had  its  origin  in  the 
resin  beds  of  demineralised  water  units, 
in  filters,  and  in  plant  that  could  not 
be  cleaned  and  sterilised  effectively. 
Modern  pharmaceutical  and  cosmetic 
emulsions  were  more  susceptible  to 
microbial  decomposition  than  older 
formulations,  calling  for  more  rigorous 
standards  of  cleanliness  and  sterility 
in  manufacture. 

Mr.  N.  J.  van  Abbe  (Beecham  Toi- 
letry Division^,  speaking  on  the  need 
to  keep  a  "clean  product  clean"  during 


manufacture,  said  few  companies 
seemed  to  pay  the  same  attention  to 
their  water  supplies  as  to  other  kinds 
of  raw  materials.  He  recommended  rou- 
tine checking  and  testing.  Mrs.  Wed- 
derburn agreed  but  said  it  was  diffi- 
cut  to  lay  down  criteria.  One  test  a 
week  was  often  insufficient.  There  was 
an  advantage  in  using  plastic  tubing, 
which  was  relatively  cheap  and  could 
be  discarded.  Mr.  Sykes  congratulated 
Mrs.  Wedderburn  on  setting  forth  with 
such  clarity  the  pitfalls  of  production. 
In  his  opinion  deionised  water  was 
possibly  the  most  dangerous  material 
introduced  to  pharmacy  during  recent 
years.  Speed  was  of  tremendous  impor- 
tance in  production.  If  processing  and 
filling  were  carried  out  quickly  con- 
tamination was  minimal.  Could  any 
fungal  spores  resist  temperatures  of 
1 00°  C  ?  Mrs  Wedderburn  said  she 
believed  there  were  some. 

Ophthalmic  Preparations 

"  The  Preservation  of  Ophthalmic 
Preparations  "  was  the  title  of  a  paper 
by  Dr.  M.  R.  W.  Brown  and  Mr.  D.  A. 
Norton  (school  of  pharmacy,  Bristol 
College  of  Science  and  Technology). 
No  single  ideal  preservative  for  oph- 
thalmic preparations  emerged  from 
published  evidence.  The  capacity  of 
strains  of  Ps.  aeruginosa  or  closely 
related  species  to  become  resistant  to 
quaternary  ammonium  compounds, 
chlorbutol,  phenylethyl  alcohol  and 
chlorhexidine,  and  even  to  decompose 
phenol  and  /?-hydroxybenzoates,  indi- 
cated caution  in  accepting  any  new 
agent  supposed  not  to  have  that  defect 
against  "  this  enigmatic  organism."  The 
available  evidence  suggested  that  the 
concentrations  used  in  solution  for  eye 
drops,  B.P.C.,  was  unlikely  to  sterilise, 
and  might  possibly  allow  growth  of 
Ps.  aeruginosa.  The  evidence  about 
quaternary  ammonium  compounds  was 
clouded  by  opinions,  assertions  unsup- 
ported by  data,  and  even  errors  in 
quoting  the  literature.  Benzalkonium 
chloride  was  among  the  most  effective 
and  rapidly  acting  preservatives  when 
the  conditions  of  its  use  were  properly 
controlled. 

Several  promising  compounds  re- 
quired more  work  before  acceptance  but 
experience  had  been  gained  on  chlor- 
hexidine, which  had  been  introduced 
into  the  Australian  Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulary, in  practice.  It  raised  problems 
of  incompatibility  and  was  not  uni- 
formly satisfactory  with  all  ophthalmic 
solutions. 

Suitably  formulated,  the  following 
compounds  had  reasonable  support  as 
ophthalmic  preservatives:  Chlorocresol, 
0-05  per  cent.;  chlorbutol.  0-5  per  cent.; 
benzalkonium  chloride,  0-01  per  cent.; 
chlorhexidine,  0-005  per  cent.  Before 
the  mercurials  could  be  used  with  con- 
fidence, experimental  evidence  was  re- 
quired about  mercury  deposition  on  the 
eye  lens.  In  pharmacy  curricula  the 
problems  of  sterilisation  and  preserva- 
tion had  for  too  long  been  over- 
shadowed by  considerations  of  tonicity, 
with  its  attendant  calculations  now 
shown  to  be  largely  unnecessary.  The 
time  seemed  appropriate,  and  even 
overdue,  to  adjust  long-held  ideas  on 
ophthalmic  formulations. 

Professor  Dr.  F.  Neuwald  (Uni- 


versity of  Hamburg)  stressed  that  every 
formulation  needed  to  be  regarded  as 
a  separate  problem.  The  new  Austrian 
Pharmacopoeia  recommended  different 
bactericides  for  various  eye  prepara- 
tions. Dr.  Brown  commented  that, 
when  quoting  authorities  and  refer- 
ences, more  emphasis  should  be  given 
to  those  who  had  stated  exactly  the 
conditions  in  which  the  experiments 
had  been  carried  out.  Some  opinions 
were  unsupported  by  experimental  evi- 
dence. Claims  for  new  products  should 
be  accepted  with  caution.  When  Mr. 
van  Abbe  asked  for  the  best  presenta- 
tion of  fluorescent  sodium  solution,  Dr. 
Brown  suggested  that  the  ideal  was  a 
sterile  single-dose  unit.  On  the  physical 
stability  of  solutions  in  plastic  bottles, 
Dr.  Brown  thought  some  absorption 
might  occur.  At  Bristol  they  considered 
progress  ought  to  be  sought  towards 
mass-produced  sterile  preparations.  Mr. 
A.  G.  Hopkins  (group  chief  pharma- 
cist, High  Wycombe)  cited  a  number  of 
compounds  suspect  of  causing  eye  dam- 
age and  Dr.  Brown  commented :  "  If 
treatment  is  being  given  to  a  damaged 
eye  you  should  not  use  a  preservative." 
He  thought  benzalkonium  had  been 
sufficiently  investigated  in  the  United 
States  to  show  up  any  criticism  of  the 
compound.  Asked  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Myers 
to  suggest  a  suitable  preservative  for 
any  of  the  B.P.C.  eye  drops,  Dr. 
Brown  reiterated  that  each  formula- 
tion should  be  looked  at  individually. 
To  Mr.  W.  Trillwood,  Oxford,  who 
pointed  out  that  eye  drops  were  left 
in  the  hands  of  patients  and  contami- 
nation was  therefore  more  or  less  in- 
evitable, Dr.  Brown  gave  a  reminder 
that  a  British  Standard  specification 
was  being  introduced  for  eye  drop 
bottles  and  that  a  number  of  single- 
dose  preparations  were  available.  DR. 
Harris  suggested  that  corneal  ulcera- 
tion following  administration  of  quat- 
ernary ammonium  compounds  was  pri- 
marily a  question  of  concentration.  The 
concentrations  usually  adopted  in  eye 
drops  should  not  cause  difficulties. 

Injectable  Products 

"  The  Selection  and  Use  of  Bacteri- 
cides and  Antioxidants  in  Injectable 
Products  "  was  the  title  of  a  paper  pre- 
sented by  R.  I.  Felix  (Dista  Pro- 
ducts, Ltd.).  He  referred  to  the  bac- 
tericidal agents  used  in  aqueous  in- 
jectable preparations  in  combination 
with  heat  to  effect  sterilisation,  to  main- 
tain sterile  conditions,  and  to  retard 
microbiological  multiplication  during 
the  product's  usage.  Antioxidants  were 
used  to  maintain  the  chemical  stability 
of  the  active  ingredient  and  to  maintain 
the  physical  characteristics,  for  exam- 
ple, colour  of  the  formulation.  The 
author  pointed  out  that  because  of  the 
variety  of  active  ingredients  and  formu- 
lating ingredients  in  use  it  was  a  pro- 
tracted task  to  list  their  incompatibili- 
ties. When  a  questioner  from  Bristol 
put  in  a  plea  lor  a  standardised  method 
for  the  bacteriological  testing  of  pre- 
servatives, Dr.  Bean  interposed  and 
pointed  out  that  any  test  could  be 
made  to  break  down.  Mr.  G.  Smith 
asked  if  the  author  had  experienced  any 
problems  due  to  particles  separating 
from  rubber  closures  after  sterilisation.

Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities'. 


London,  December  9:  Among  the  changes  accepted  by  the  Government 
in  the  Finance  Bill  are  a  number  which  have  the  effect  of  freeing  such 
important  items  as  Essential  Oils,  Mercury  and  Iodine  from  the  15  per 
cent,  import  sucharge  imposed  at  the  end  of  October. 
Needless    to    say,     importers  and 


manufacturers  welcomed  the  decision 
to  abolish  the  surcharge  on  those  raw 
materials  which  in  any  event  must  be 
purchased  from  abroad.  No  such 
benefit  has  been  given  to  Menthol, 
Camphor  or  Pharmaceutical  Chemi- 
cals. So  far  as  business  was  con- 
cerned there  was  little  to  report  dur- 
ing the  week.  The  approach  of  the 
Christmas  holiday  and  end-of-year 
stocktaking  are  never  conducive  to 
buying  activity.  Ergot  was  less  firm 
again  at  13s.  per  lb.  (down  sixpence) 
and  Turmeric  for  shipment  fell 
another  10s.  per  cwt.  In  the  forward 
position  Cape  Aloes  and  Podophyl- 
lum Emodi  were  dearer  by  5s.  a  cwt.; 
Cochin  Ginger  by  25s.,  while  Aleppy 
greens  Cardamoms  gained  a  further 
3s.  per  lb.  on  the  spot.  Pepper  was 
quiet  with  prices  remaining  steady. 
Brazilian  Menthol  moved  up  sixpence 
per  lb.  for  shipment. 

The  forward  and  spot  prices  of 
essential  oils  are  nearer  each  other  as 
a  result  of  the  Government  decision 
mentioned  above.  Nevertheless  a  num- 
ber recorded  higher  values  including 
Spearmint  (up  2s.  per  lb.);  Brazilian 
Peppermint  (up  sixpence)  and  Bois 
de  Rose  for  shipment  (also  up  six- 
pence).

Workers 
at  Edgware  General  Hospital  report  on  a 
comparison  between  paired  treated  and 
untreated  cases,  the  results  being 
studied  by  sequential  analysis.  None  of 
the  drugs  which  were  used  apparently 
curtailed  life.  (Lancet,  December  5,  p. 
1200.) 

The  use  of  urea  to  prevent  attacks  of 
migraine  is  reported  by  Dr.  B.  I.  Mead, 
Broadstone,  Dorset.  Given  in  the  form 
of  effervescent  granules  producing  a 
lemon-flavoured  drink,  the  substance 
has  been  found  to  provide  at  least  some 
relief  in  all  but  one  of  eighteen  patients, 
though  cessation  of  its  use  allows  re- 
currence of  attacks.  The  principle 
behind  the  treatment  is  withdrawal  of 
water  through  the  blood-brain  barrier 
by  osmosis,  so  reducing  brain  bulk  and 
reducing  the  severity  of  the  headache. 
(Practitioner,  December,  p.  796.) 

A  new  long-acting  sulphonamide  sul- 
phorthodimethoxine  (Fanasil  -  Roche 
Products,  Ltd.),  an  isomer  of  sulpha- 
dimethoxine  (M^dribon),  has  been  found 
an  effective  schizonticide  in  falciparum 


malaria.  That  was  established  during  a 
preliminary  field  trial  to  test  the  poten- 
tiative effect  of  giving  a  sulphonamide 
with  pyrimethamine  in  cases  resistant 
to  the  latter  drug.  The  author  suggests 
that  the  observation  should  encourage 
further  investigations  into  the  sup- 
pressive actions  of  sulphonamides  in 
malaria.  (B.M.J.,  December  5,  p.  1439.) 

The  effect  of  alcohol  on  iron  absorp- 
tion has  been  investigated  by  workers 
in  South  Africa.  Two  iron  preparations 
were  administered  to  the  same  patients 
on  successive  days,  once  in  water  and 
once  in  whisky  or  brandy  and  water. 
The  preparations  were  differently 
labelled  with  55Fe  or  59Fe  and  blood 
levels  of  each  isotope  measured  after 
two  weeks.  Results  showed  that  the 
alcohol  markedly  increased  absorption 
of  ferric  chloride  in  haematologically 
normal  patients  but  had  no  affect  upon 
the  absorption  of  ferrous  ascorbate  or 
haemoglobin  iron.  It  is  suggested  that 
the  action  of  the  alcohol  may  be  due  to 
stimulation  of  gastric  hydrochloric  acid 
production.  The  findings  are  thought  to 
be  relevant  to  the  development  of  iron 
overload  in  association  with  excessive 
alcohol  consumption.  (B.M.J. ,  Decem- 
ber 5,  p.  1427.)
